MPSECET might bave ſeemed more feaſonable unto ſome, 
Ol 4 if awork, of this nature bad come forth unto 
YE; VG view more immediately after the ſeund of Gods = 
Oy terrible Voice , and execution, at leaſt, of the 
aft dreadful Fudgement of the Fire; becauſe if a Mau 
ftrikes whileſt the Iron is hot , it js likely to make the more 
deep impreſſion , which when it grows cool , grows hard 
and unmalleable ; and if the hammer of the Word had 
been uſed,vphen London was newly come forth of the Fur= 
nace , ſome might think they would have yielded the more 
eaſily unto its ſtrokes , and ibe better have received tbe fa< 
ſhion , which this Hammer would work, them unto; and 
that, ſince the freſh and lively remembrance of the judgment 
is more worn off, it js to be feared, that they are more;cools 
ed and bardned , andtherefore in likelihood , it will be 
more difficult to effet a due impreſſion of the Fudgements, 
by the Word, wpor tbem : yet , beſides that it was not in. 
my thoughts to attempt #his Work, until the greateſt part of 
the Winter was fpent : Tmay further adde, that, though 
a Diſcourſe concerning the Plague , would have been moſt 
ſeaſonable under the Fudgement it ſelf , when people who 
were generally taken off from thcir trading, hadroom and 
time for retirement and conſideration ; more than ever they 
had intheir lives before ; and therefore were more likely to 
lay to beart, what might be ſpoken or written untothem on 
that Subjed : yet the reaſon is nat the ſame in the Fudge= 
ment of the Fire, which ( however ſtartling and ajtomſh- 
zng ) was ſo fat from giving them retiring time for conſide< 
ration, as the former Fudgement of the Plague had done, 
that it did engage them unto more laborious works than ever | 
they bad, not onely while London was burning , in remo- 
A 2 ving 
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 ing29b8 they could ſaveaf their goods from the Fire ; but 
« .alſo ſince, inlooking out new Hapitations, and fitting their 
_ -Howſer and Shops for Trades ; which bath given them oc= 
cafion for ſo m:ch diftrattion, that Tfear they conld hardly 
ſettle their mindes to read and conſider ſo ſeriouſly as they 
ſpould, what the Lord bath been doing with them , and 
: fpenking unto then by this Terrible Voice which hath ſoun= 
I ded (o loudintheir ears : but by this time, Thope, thatthe 
q moſt have attained to ſome kinde of ſettlement , at leaſt ſo 
muth, as ta give them leave to fit down and ponder upon the 
meaning of Godin theſe ſtrange and dreadful Fudgements 
of Plapate and Fire in the City; and therefore this Book, 
7m2y be.more ſeaſonable unto the moſt , than if it had been 
written, and preſented to them immediately after the Fire 
bad burnt them ont of their habitations, Friends,It ss high 
time for all of you to retire your ſelves , and bethink your 
ſelves,. and wiſely to conſider Gods dealings with you , to 
open :your-ear , and labour to underſtand theſe ſpeaking 
Fudgements, leſt if God be provoked, by your deafneſs,and 
zncorrigibleneſs , to ſfpeak.a third time, it be in your utter 
ruine'and. deſolation. If theſe Papers be any ways helpful 
torevimein your mentories the Fudgements themſelves , by 
the Hiſtorical Narration. which here you have of them , to 
workyour hearts to ſome ſenſe of ſin in diſcovery of the cauſe, 
and toperſwade you unto a ready compliance with Gods de 
fron-inthe declaring of what God now expeCis from you, 
after fuch dreadful cxecutions ; as yours will bethe benefit:

Foe chere are ſeveral ways in which God hathrſpoken, 
and doth fpeak unto the children of men, by which he 
doth as really and effectually make known his minde, 
as ifhe ſpake with mans voice, 

1, God hath ſpoken formerly unto men immedzately, 
in extraordinary ways , and thar ſomerimes more ter= 
ribly ; as when he gave the Law upon Mount Sina, 
when the Mount butned witch fire, & there was black- 
nels, and darknels,and rempeſt,thundrings and light- 
nings, and che ſound of the Tv exceeding l»ud; 
and the voice of words ſo exceeding terrible , thar ic 
made the whole Camp to tremble z and Mrſes himſelf 
ſaid, I exceedingly fear and quake, Ex0d.19.16. Heb.12. 
13,19, 20,21, 

This way of Gods ſpeaking, the Children of [r2cl 
were not able ro bear, rherefore they delired that M:- 

ſes might ſpeak unro them , but thar God would nor 
ſpeak unto rhem thus any more, leſt rhey ſhould die, 
Exod.20.19. | 

At other times God ſpake wich a more ſtill and 
gentle voice , andina more milde way , as when he 
{pake to Samzel inthe night, he chought ar fuſt thar ic 
had been the voiceof Elz, 1 Sam.3. 4,5. Thus Gud 
ſpake unto Abraham,unto Facob,unto Moſes, ro whom 
it is (aid , he ſpake face ro face, as a nian ſpeakechto 
his friend, Exod.33.11. . 

God ſpake alio in an extraordinary way to his Pro- 
phers of old, when he had made known unto them his 
counſel , that they might declare icunto the people :

times by Angels, who appeared in bodies, which they 
Jaid down again when they had delivered their meſ- 
ſage; ſometimes by Dreams and Viſions in the night ;

'tolight by the Goſpel,and made known Gods purpoſe. ] 


and Grace in mans Salvation, 2 Tm, 1.9,10. and ur- 
tered ſuch things as were kept ſecret from the founda- 
tions of the world, Mzat.13.35. The Goſpel began to 
be ſpoken of by the Lord Feſis himſelF,and was conti- 
nued and confirmed by his Apoſtles, who were hisWit- 
nefſes, to whom God alſo did bear witneſs with ſigns 
and wonders, and divers Miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghoſt, according to his will, Heb.2.3,4.. 

2. And now,though not ſo immediately,and in ſuch 
extraordinary ways, jet ſtill God doth ſpeak unto rhe 
Children of men. There are two ways of Gods ſpeak-

Bur this 1 
muſt ſay, I could with they were as generally believed 
co be judgments ; and accordingly laid co heart : forl 
fear f 6 the great inſenlibilicy, which people have 
been under of theſe judgments ; becauſe they have not 
reache1 che Fl:ſþ ; and their ſorriſh inconfideration of 
Gods dreadful diſpleaſure herein, hath provoked the

flood, and poureth in upon ir. Now moſt Pariſhes are 
infeted, borch wichour and within ; yea there are nor 
Þ many houſes ſhuc up by the Plague,as by the owners 
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in theiCity. 29 
forſaking of them for fear of ic ; and though the Inha- 
biranrs be ſo exceedingly decreaſed by the departure 
of ſo many thouſands, yet rhe number of dying per- 
ſons dorh increaſe feartuſly, Now the Countries keep 
guards, leſt infetionus perſons ſhould from the Ciry 
bring the diſeaſe unto them ; moſt of the rich are now 
gone, and the middle fort will not ſtay behind ; bur 
the poor are forced through poverty to ftay and a- 
bide the ſtorm. Now moſt faces gather paleneſs, an 
whar diſmal app:chenſions do then fill che mind-+, 
whar dreadful fears do there poſlets the ſpirits, efpe- 
cially of thoſe whoſe contciencesare full of guilc, and 
have nor made thetr peace with God? the old drunk- 
ards and ſwearers,and unclean perſons are brought in- 
ro great ſtrairs ; they Took on the right hand, and on 
the lefr, and death is marchins rowards them from 
every part, and they know not whicher ro fly that 
they may eſcape ir. Now the Arrows begin to fly very 
thick about their ears, and rhey ſee many fellow-fin- 
ners fall before their faces,cxpeting every hour rhem- 
ſelves to be {mirten ; and the very ſinking fears rhey 
have had of the Plague, hath broughr the Plague and 
dearh upon many : ſome by the ſ1ghr of a Cothn in 
the ſtreets have fallen into a ſhivering, and imme- 
diarely the diſcafe hath aſſaulced chem, and Sergeanc 
Dearh hath arreſted them, and clapr roo the doors of 
their houſes upon them, from whence they have come 
forth no more, ill they have been brought forth cc 
rheir graves; wemay Imagine the hideous thoughts 
and horrid perplexiry of mind.che rremblings, confu- 
11ons,and anguiſh of ſpiric, which ſome awakened 1in- 
ners have had, when the Plague hach broke in upon 
their houſes, and ſeized upon near relations, 
whoſe dying gruans ſounding in their ears have 
warned them ro prepare: when their doors 

have 
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have.been ſur up and faſtned on the outſide with an 
Inſcriviion, Lord have mercy upon us and none fuffered 
co come in bura:Nurfe, whom rhey have been more 
afraid of, than the Plague irſelf : when lovers and 
friends,and companions in in have ftood aloof, and 
not dared rocome nigh che door of the houſe, leſt 
death'ſhould 1tjue forth from thence upon them ; eſpe- 
clally when the diſezſe hath invaded themſelves ; and 
firſt began wich a pain and dizineſs 1n their head,then 
trembling in their other members ; when they. have 
felt boils ro ariſe under their arms,and in their groins, 
and ſeen blains ro come forth in other parts: when 
the diſeale hath wrought in them to thar height as to 
ſend forth thoſe ſpots which (moſt think) are the cer=- 
© - Traintokens of near approaching death ; and now they 
have received the ſentence of death within themſelves, 
and have cercainly concluded, that within a few hours 
they muſt go down into the duſt ; and their naked 
ſou!s, without the caſe of their body, muſt wake its 
paſſage into eternity, and appear before the higheſt 


: ,-— 


Majeſty, ro render their accounts , and receive their be 
ſencence : None can urtrer the horrous, which hath 
been upon the ſpirirs offuch, through the laſhes and dc 
ſtings of rheir guilcy conſciences, when they have cal- al 
led ro mind alite of ſenſualicy,and profaneneſs, their n 
uncleanneſs, drunkenneſs, injuſtice, oaths, curſes, be 
derilion of Sainrs, and holineſs, negle& of their own or 
ſalvarion; and whena thouſand fins have been ſer w 
in order bctore their eyes, with-another aſpe&, than - 
| 


when they looked upon rhem in rhe rempration ; 
and they tinde God to be irreconcileably angry wr be 
of 


them, and cliar the day ofgrace is over, the door: V7 
mercy is thur, anJ hart pardon and ſalvation (-which tl 
before they ſ{lighred ) is now unattainable ; that rhe -w 
graves now. opening its mouth to - receive: thelr - by 


bodies, 
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bodies, and hell opening its month to recelye their 
fouls ; and chey apprehend, rhat chey are now jaſt 
entring into a place ofendlel(s woe and torment, and 
they muſt now take up their lodgings in the infe- 
riour Regions of utter ; + wich Devils and 
their fellow damned fin, and rhere abide for. 
evermore in the extremicy of miſery , without any 


hopes or poſſibility of a Releaſe ; and thar they have 


fooliſhly brought themſelves into this condition, 
and been the cauſe of their own ruine; we may 
oveſſe that che diſpairful Agonies and Anguiſh 
of ſuch awakened Sinners hath been of all rhings 
the moſt unſupportable; except the very future 
miſeries themſelves , which they have been afraid of. 


In Azguft how dreadful is the increaſe? from 2010 
the number amounts up to 2817 in one week; and 
thence to 3880 the nexr; thence ro 4237 the next; 
thence ro 6102 the next; andall theſe of che Plague, 
beſides orher diſeaſes. 

Now the cloud is very black, and the ſtorm comes 
down upon us very ſharp. Now death rides tiumph- 
antly on his pale horſe through our ſtreets, and breaks 
into every houſe almoſt where any inhabicanrs are ro 
be found. Now people fall as thick as leaves from the 
trees in Autumn, when they are ſhaked by a mighty 
wind, Now there is a diſmal folicude in London 
ſtreers, every day looks with the face of a Sabbarh 
day, obſerved with greater ſolemnity than it uſed ro 
be in the Ciry, Now ſhops are ſhut in, people 
rare and very few that walk abcur, in ſo mnch thar 
the Graſs begins ro ſpring up in ſome places, and 
and a deep filence almoſt in every place , eſpecially 
within the Walls; no ratling Coaches , no pran- 
cing Horſes, no calling in Cuſtomers , nor offering 
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Wares no London cries ſounding in the ears; if any 
voice be heard, it is the groans of dying perſons,brea« 
thing forch cheir laſt, and rhe fimeral knelis of cliem 
that are ready to be carried to their graves, Now 
ſhurring up of viſited houlgg (there being ſo many) is 
_ aranend, and moſt of ell are mingled among 
the ſick, which otherwiſe would have got no help. 
Now in ſome places where the people did na 
ſtay ; nor one houſe in an hundred bur is infeted;and 
in many houſes half the family is ſwept away ; in ſome 
the whole, from the eldeſt ro the youngeſt ; few e- 
ſcape with the death of bur one or two : never did fo 
many parents carry their children with them to the 
grave, and go together into the ſame houſe under 
earth, who had lived together in the ſame houſe upon 
ir. Now the nights are too ſhort to bury the dead, 
the whole day though ar ſo great a lengrh,is hardly | 
+ co light the dead rhar fall therein into their 
eds. 

Now we could hardly go forth, but we ſhould meet 
many Cofhns, and ſee many with ſores, and limping 
in the ſtreers ; amongſt other ſad ſpeQacles,merhought 
two were very affecting : one of a woman coming a= 
lone, and weeping by the door where lived (which 
was in the midſt of the infe&ion) with a litrle Coffin 
under her arm carrying ir tothe new Churchyard ; 
I did judge that ir was the morher of the childe, and 
thar all che family beſides was dead, and ſhe was for- 
ced ro Coffin up and bury wich her own hands this her 
laſt dead childe. Another, was ofa man ar the corner 
of the Artillery wall, har as I judge through the dizi- 
neſs of his head with the diſeaſe, which ſeized upon 
him there, had daſhr his face againſt rhe wall, and 
when I came by he Jay hanging with his bloody 
face over therails, and bleeding upon the 'ground z, 
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and as1 came back he was removed under a tree in 
Morc=4elds, and Jay upon his back ; I went and fpake 
ro him ; he could make me noanſwer, but ratled in the 
throar, and as I was informed, wichin half an hour 
died in the place. | 

Ic would be endleſs to ſpeak what we have ſeen 
and heard of ſome in their Frenfie , riling our of 
their Beds, and leaping abour rheir Rooms ; others 
crving and roaring at their Windows ; ſome com- 
ming forch almoſt naked,and running mto rhe ſtreets, 
ſtrange things have others ſpoken and done when - 
the Diſeaſe was upon them : Bur ic was very fad to 
hear of one who being fick alone, and ir is like 
phranrick, burnt himſelf in his Bed. Now the Plague 
| had broken in much amongſt my acquaintance ; and 
of abour fixreen or more whoſe faces I uſed ro ſee 
every day in our Houſe, withina lircle while I could 
finde bur four or ſix of them alive ; ſcarcely a day 
paſt over my head for I think a Moneth or more 
rogether , bur] would hear of the Death of ſome 
one or more thar I knew. The firſt day thar 
they were Smicren , the next day ſome hopes 
of Recovery, and the third day that they were 
dead. 

The September, when we hoped fora decreaſe, be- 
caule of the ſeaſon, becauſe of rhe number gone, and 
the number already dead ; yerir was not come to its 
height ; bur from 6102. which died by the Plague the 
laſt week of Azgz/t,the number is augmented ro 6988 
the firſt week in September; and when we conceived 
ſome lictle hopes in the nexr weeks abatement ro 
- 6544 ; our hopes were quite daſhed again, when rhe 
next week icdid riſe ro 7165, which was the higheſt 
Bill; And a dreadful Bill ic was ! and of the 130. 

7, C 3 Pariſhes 
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Pariſhes in and about the City, there were but four 
Pariſhes which were nor infefted : and in thoſe few 
people remaining that were not gone tnto the Coun= 
try. | 

. Now the grave doth open 1ts mourh without mea« 
ſure. Mulricudes ! mulcinndes ! in the valley of the ſha- 
dow of death, thronging daily into eternity ; rhe 
Church-yards now are ftuttt ſo full with dead Corp- 
ſes, that they are in many places {well'd rwo or three 
foor higher than they were before z and new ground 
is broken up to bury the dead. 

Now Hellfrom beneath is moved ar the number of 
the gueſts thar are received inro irs chambers ; rhe 
number of che wicked which have died by the Plague, 
no doubt, hath been far the greateſt, as we may rea- 
ſonably conclude wirhour breach of charicy ; and ir1s 
certain tharall the wicked, which then died in fin, 
were turned into Hell ; how then are the damned 
ſpirics now encreaſed?ſome were damuing themſelves 
a lictle before in their oachs,and God is now damning 
their ſouls for ic, and 13 | afſing the irreveritble ſen- 
rence of damnation upon them. Some were drinking 
Winein bowls alictle before , and ſtrong drink with= 
out meaſure ; and now God hath pur another cup in- 
ro their hands, a cup of red Wine, eventhe Wine of 
the wrath and fiercenefs ofthe Almighty ; ſome were 
a litcle betore feaſting their ſenles , pleaiing rheir 
appetite, ſatisfying rhe delires of the fleſh, and being 
paſt feeling had given themſclve<up ro laſciviouſnels, 
ro work all uncleanne(ſs wichgreedineſs ; bur now 
their laughter is turned into mourning, and their joy 
inco howling and woe; Now they have recovered 
their feeling again, bur inſtead of the pleatures which 
. they felc, and their ſenſual delights, which rook away 
the feeling of their. conſciences, they are _— 
ce 
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ſeel the he avy hand of God, andco endure ſuch An» 
guiſh and Horrout, through the. ſenſe of Gods wrath, 
as no Tongue can exprels. Now. the Arheiſts be- 
lieve there is a God,, and che, Anti-ſcripturifts js 
convinced of Gods threatnings.in the Word upon 
chem. Now the coverous and unjuſt, the malici- 
ous and cruel , . rhe ſcotfers and. profane begin ro 
ſuffer the yengeance of Erernal Fire; and the ig- 
norant perſon wich the civil, ; who are vnacquaint= 
edwith Jeſus Chriit are not exculed ; vea the hy- 
porcrires, with all impenicenr, and unbelieving per- 
ſons, are ſenc_ down ro che place, of weeping : and. 
ſurely Hell wonders ro ſee {o many come amonglt 
them from ſuch a City as London , where they\have 
enjoyed ſuch plenty of ſuch powerful means - of 
grace; and place is given to thenr, even the lowe!t 
and hotteſt, where -J#das and others are of the chiet- 

eſt note. i 6 
Yer Hell doth not engroſs all that die by rhe Viit- 
tarion ; ſome there are (thoughnot rhe firſt or moſt) 
who have room made for them in the manltons, which 
are above; the Plague makes lictle difference berween 
the righreous and the wicked (except the Lord by a 
peculiar providence do ſhelrer ſome under his wing, 
and compaſs them with his favouras with a ſhield , 
hereby keeping off rhe darts that are ſhor ſo thick 
about them) yeras there is litcle difference in the

upon their tick Bed. Some wicked men areſtupid and 
ſenfeleſs,and are given up ro a judiciary hardneſs,and 

. dye inafleep of carnal fecuricy,our of which they are 
not awakened, till they are awakened in the midſt of 
flames:others more ſenhible,and conſidering whar hath 
been, and whar is coming upon them, are filledwirh 
unexpreſhble rercour, through the roarings and rear- 
ings of a guilty accuſing conſcience, and the fore- 
thoyghrs of that horrible unſupportable torment they 
are ſvnear unto. Now ſcaring dreams do terrifie them, 
and jearfulneſs of rhe borromleſs Pir, and the burning 
Lake below doth ſurprize them, and ſome breaketh 
torch in the anguiſh of their deſpairing ſouls ; ho car 

_ dwell with devouring Fire , who can inhabit everlaſt= 
ing burnings ? and however jovial and full of plea- 
fire their lite hach been,yer at their latter end they are

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utterly conſumed with terrours. But mark the perfe& 
man, and behold the upright, the end of that Man is 


peace, whatſoever ſtorms,chey have had in their paſ- 


ſage through a rough Sea, the wind blowing, and the 
waves roarlng,and ſometimes have been ready to fink 
through oppoſition and diſcouragement, ſometimes 
have been over-whelmed wich. grief and doubtings, 
fometimes have been daſht upqn the Rocks of terror, 
and perplexity : yet now they are come to the haven 
of death, the Winds are hyfht and ftill, che Wavesare 
ſmooth and filenr,the ſtorm is over,and there is a great 
calmupon their ſpirirs ; they are paſt the Rocks, and 
are out of the danger they feared, when they are in the 


oxeateſt danger of approaching death. 


Ic was generally obſerved amongſt us, that Gods 


people who:died by the Plague amongſt the reſt; died 


wich ſuch peace and comfort, as Chriſtians do not or- 
dinarily arrive unto,excepr when they are called forth 


ro ſuffer martyrdom for rhe teſtimony of Jeſus Chrift. 


Some who have been full of doubts, and fears, and 
complaints, whilſt rhey have lived, and been well; 
have been: filled wich aſſurance, and comforc , and 
praiſe, and joyful expeRtation of glory, when they 


; have lainon their dearhs-beds with this diſeaſe. And 
 notonly more grown Chriſtians, who have been more 


ripe for glory,have had theſe comforts : bur alſo ſome 
younger Chriſtians, whoſe acquinrance with the Lord 
hath been of no long ſtanding. 

I can ſpeak ſomething of mine own knowledge 
concerning ſome of my friends, whom I have been 
withal ; I ſhall inſtance only in the houſe where liv- 
ed. We were eight in Family,three Men, three Yourhs, 


anold Woman, and a Maid : all which came to nee, 


hearing of my ſtay in Town, ſome to accumpany me, 
athers co help me, Ic was the latter end of $ _ 
; | | erore 
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before anFofus were toucht ; the young ones were not 
idle, bur improved their rime in praying, and hear- 
ing, and were ready to receive inſtruftion ; and were 
ftrangly born-up againſt rhe fears of the diſeaſe and. 
death, every day ſo familiar to the view. Bur ar laſt 
we were vilited, and the Plague came in dreadfully 
upon us,the Cup was put'inro our hand to drink, after 
a neighbour Family had rafted .ir, with whom we had: 
much ſweet ſociery in this rime of ſorrow. And firſt 
our Maid was finicren, irc began with a ſhivering and: 
rrembling in her fleſh, and quickly ſeifed on her ſpl-. 
rirs; it was a fad day, which I believe ſhall never for- 
get it: I had been abroad to ſee a friend in the City, 
whoſe Husband was newly dead of the Plapue,and ſhe 


her ſelf vificed with ir; Icame back ro'ſee another, 


whoſe Wife was dead of the Plague, and he himſelf 
under apprehenſtons that he ſhould die within a few 
hours : I came home, and the Maid was on her Death- 
bed ; and another crying out for help,being lefr alone: 
in a \weating fainting fir. Whar was an intereſt in 
Chriſt worch then ?. what a priviledge to havearicle 
ro the Kingdom of Heaven ? : 

Burt proceed. It was rhe Monday when the Maid 
was ſmircen ; on Tueſday ſhe dyed full of rokens-z on 
Friday one of the Youths had a ſwelling m his groin; 
and on the Lords day died with the marks of rhe diſ- 
temper upon him ; on the ſame day another Youth 
did ficken ;.and on the Wedneſday following he died: 
on the Thurſday night his Maſter fell fick of the di- 
ſeaſe, and wichina day or two was full of ſpots; bur 
ſtrangely bevond his own,and others expeCtations re 
covered, Thus did rhe Plague follow us,and came upt 
0'1 15 one by one; as Job's Meſſengers came one upon 
the heels of another : ſo the Meſſengers of death came 
tvcloſe one after another; in ſuch dreadful manner, _ 

| I 
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if we muſt all follow one another immediately into the 
Pic. Yer the Lord in mercy pur a ſtop to it, and rhe 
reſt were preſerved. Bur that which was very remark- 
able in rhis Viſitation, was the carriage eſpecially of 
thoſe Youths that died, who I believe were leſs troub- 
led themſelves, than others were troubled for them. 
The firſt Youth that was vifired being asked by his 
Father, concerning the proviſion he had niade for his 
death and erernity ; rold him, he hop'r if he died, he 
ſhould go to Heaven : being asked the grounds of his 
hopes, ſaid, rhe Lord had enabled him ro look beyoud 
the World ; and when he was drawing near to his 
end; boldly enquired whether the rokens did yer 
appear, ſaying, that he was ready for them ; and ſoa 
hopeful bud was niprt ; but ler not the Facher or the 
Mother weep, and be in ſadnels for him, he is I done 
doubt with their Father, and his Heavenly Farher, 
which may be their comfort. ,The other alſo was a ve- 
ry ſweet hopeful Youth; ſo loving and towardly, 
thar it could not chuſe bur atrract love from thoſe thar 
were acquainted with him; Bur the grace he had gor- 
ren in thoſe years, being I ſuppoſe under ſeventeen, 
did above -all beautifie him , and ſtand him in the 
greateſt ſtead : in his ſickneſs he had much quier and 
ereuity upon his ſpiric; and lay fo unconcerned ar 
the thoughts of approaching dearh, thac I confeſs 1 
marvelled ro ſee it ; rhe ſting and fear of death, were 
ſtrangely raken our rhrough the hopes which he had 
of future glory; yer once he rold his Morher he could 
deſire to live a lictle longer, if ir were the will of God; 
ſhe asked him why he delired ir? he rold her he deſt- 
red tolive till fire and faggor came, and above all he 
would fain dye a Martyr : ſhe faid if he dyed now he 
thould have a Crown ; he anſwered, bur if he dyed a 
Martyr, he ſhould have a more glorious Crown : yer

he was unwilling to reccive his Crown preſently ; and 
went away with great peace and ſweetneſs in his 
looks, to his fathers houſe : and Icould not blamethe 
Mothers grief for the loſs of ſuch an only Son ; bur ro 
be ſo immoderate was not well; now Iam ſure it is 


time to diy up tears and lay afide ſorrows for the loſs 


of him, who hath been fo long filled wich joys in the 
heavenly r-anſions. 

Imight ſpeak of the carriage of the maſter in his 
ficknels under the apprehenfions of death ; when the 
ſpors did appear on his body, he ſent for me and defi- 
red me to pray with him; rold me he was now going 
home, deſired me to write to his friends,and let them - 
know, thar ic did nor repent him of his ſtay in the Ci- 
ty, though they had been ſo impornmate with him to 
come away : bur he had found ſo much of Gods pre- 
ſence in his abode here, that he had no reaſon to re- 
pent : he rold me, where he would be buried, and deft- 
red me to preach his funeral Sermon on Fſal.16.zlt. Ir 
thy preſence there is ſulneſs of joy; and at thy right hand 
« is pleaſures for evermore. But the Lord raiſed him 
- ar beyond the expectation of himſelf, friends, or 
Phyfician. Ler him not forger Gods mercies, and ſuf= 
fer roo much worldly bufineſs to croud in upon him, 
choak the remembrance and ſenſe of God's goodnels 
ſo fmgular ; bur ler him by his ſmgulariry in meekneſs, 
humilicy,ſelf-denial,and love,zeal,and holy walking, 
declare thar the Lord hath been ſingularly gracious 
unto him. But when I ſpeak of home concernments, 
ler menor forper rolook abroad; the Plague now in-

| ters in place were fled and gone from the- people, as 
well as from the diſeaſe, into rhe Countrys, ſeeing the 
people crowd ſo faſt into the grave and eternity, who 
ſeemed ro cry as they went for ſpiritual Phyſittans;and 
perceiving the Churches to be open,and Pulpics ro be 
open, and finding Pamphlers flung abuur rhe ſtreers, 
. of Pullpirs ro belec, rhey judged rhat che Law of God 
' andnarure did now diſpenſe with, yea command their 
preaching in publick places, though rhe Law of man 
(itis to be ſyppoſed in ordinary caſes)did forbid them 
to do tt, Surely if there had been a Law that none 


ſhould practice Phyfick in the Ciry, but ſuch as were a 
licenc'd by the Colledge of Phyſitians, and moſt of M ,, 
thoſe, when there was the greateſt need of them, © a, 


ſhould in the time of thePlague, have recired ivto the W 
Country, and other Phyſicians who had as g9od kill 
in Phytick, and 10 licenſe ſhould have ſtaid amongſt 
the ſick, none would have judged ir to have been 
breach of Law, in ſuch an extraordinary cafe to en- 
deavour by their prattiſe, though wirhour a licenſe, 
co ſave thelives of thoſe who by good care and Phy- 
fick were capable of a cure ; and they could hardly 
have freed themſelves from the guilc of murther of 


many bodies, if for anicety of Law in ſich a caſe of a 
neceſſity rhey ſhould have negleted ro adminifter i 
Phyſick : The caſe was the ſame wirh rhe unlicenſed MW y 
Miniſters which iftayed, when ſo many of the licenc'd ef 
ones were gone, and as the'need of ſouls was greater t 


than the need of bodies the ſickneſs of the one being 
more univerſal and dangerous, than the fickne of the 
other ; and the ſaving or lofing of the ſoul being ſa ( 
many degrees beyond che preſervation or dearh of the ' 
body : ſo che obligation upon Miniſters was ſtronger, f 
and rhe morive to preach grearer,aud forthem to have 
IE CR incurred - 
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incurred the guilr of ſoul-murther, by their negle& 
ro adminiſter ſoul-phyſick, would have been more 
hainous and unanſwerable, that they were called by 
the Lord into publick : I ſuppoſe that few of any ſeri- 
ouſneſs will deny, when the Lord did fo eminently 
own them, in giving many ſeals of their Miniſtry ue 
tothem. 

Now they are preaching, and every Sermon was 
unto them, as if they were preaching their laſt, Old

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Miniſters now had awakning calls to ſeriouſneſs 


and fervour in their miniſterial work : to preach on 
the fide and brink of the Pir, into which thouſands 
were tumbling; to pray under ſuch near views of 
eternity, into which many paſſengers were daily en=- 
tring, might be a means ro ſtir up the ſpiric more than 

ordinary. | 
Now there is ſuch a vaſt concourſe of people in the 
Churches, where theſe Miniſters are to be formd, thar 
they cannot many times come near the Pulpit doors 
for the preſs, but are forced to climb over the ou ro

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them : And ſucha face is now ſeen in the Aſſemblies,as 


ſeldom was ſeen before in Londor ; ſuch eager looks, 


- ſuch openears, ſuch greedy attention, as itevery word

ferency of a generacion more newlyſprung up,who did 
nor know them, is now turned into loathing and de- 
reſtation of ſuch a religion, as can allow of tuch pra- 
Riſes. My work is not to declare what hath been prov- 
ed acainſt the Papiſts before the Honorable Commirree 
of Parliament appointed ro enquire into their inſolen- 
cies;and the proof- which have bing FLven in concern- 
ing rhe fire, and who have been ncoutiiey thereunto. 
No, I would rather endeavour to turn peoples eyes

& were in flames thar day ; and God ſeems ro come 
= down, and to preach himſelf in them, as he did in 
* Mount $7221, when the Mount burned with Fire; ſuch 
# warm preaching thoſe Churches never had ; ſich 
; Lightning dreadful Sermons never were before delt- 
-- vered in London. In other Churches Miniſters were 
preaching their Farewel-Sermons, and people were 


hearing wich quaking and aftoniſhmenc : Inſtead cf a 


2 holy Reſt which Chriſtians have taken on this day ; 
2 there is a tumultuous hurrying abour the ftreers ro- 
-* wards the place that burned, and more tumultuous 
+ hurrying upon the ſpirics of thoſe char ſar Rl, and 


had only notice of rhe ear, of the quick and ſtrange 


ſpreading of rhe Fire. 


Now the Train-bands are up in Arms watching at 
every quarter for Outlandiſh-men, becauſe of the ge- 
neral fears, and jealoufies,and rumours that Fire-balls 
were thrown into houſes by ſeveral of them, to help 
on and provoke the roo furious flames. Now Gonds 
are haſtily removed from the lower parrs of the City 3 
and rhe body of the people begin to retire, and draw 
upwards, as the people did from the Tabernacles of 
Corah, Dathan and Abiram, when the earth did cleave 
aſunder and ſwallow them up, N#m.16.27,31,32. or 
rather as Lot drew our from his houſe in Sodom before 
It was conſimed by fire from Heaven, Gen. 19, Yer 
ſome hopes were retained on the Lords-dav that the 
Fire would be exringiſhed, eſpecially by them who 
) 4g lived 
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lived inthe remote parts; they could ſcarcely ima- 
ginethar the .fixe a mile off ſhould be able to reach 
their houſes. 

Bur the evening draws on, and now the fire ts 
more viſible and dreadful : inftead of rhe Black cur- 
rains of the night, which uſed to be ſpread over the 
City, now the curtain<are Jellow ; the ſmoke that a+ 
roſe from the burning parts,ſeemed like ſo nnch flame 
in the night, which being blown upon the other parrs 
by the winde , the whole City at ſome diſtance feem- 
ed ro be on fire. Now hopes begin to {ſink,and a gene- 
ral conſternation ſeizeth upon the ſpirirs of people ; 
lictle ſleep is raken in Londoz this night ; the amaze- 
ment which the eye and ear doth effe& upon the ſpi- 
rit, do either dry up,or drive away the vapour which 


uſed robinde up the ſenſes: Some are at work to quench 


the fire with water;orhers endeavour to ftop its courſe, 
by pulling down of houſes ; but all ro no purpoſe : 
if it bea lictle allayed, or beaten down, or put to a 
ſtand in ſome places, ir is bur a very little while; ic 
quickly recruits, and recovers its force ; ir leaps and 
mounts, and makes rhe more furious onſet, drives 
back its oppoſers, ſnatcherh their weapons our of cheir 


hands, ſeizeth upon the Water-houſes and Engines, 


burns them, ſpoils them , and makes them untic for 
ſervice. Some are upon their knees in the night, pou- 
ring out tears before the Lord, interceding for poor 
Lyndon, im the day of its calamity ; bur alas, I fear 
there are too few weeping feremian's ar'the throne of 
grace : roo few AMoſcs”s to ſtand inthe gap,roo few Fa- 
cob*s ro wreſtle with the Lord,and hang about his arm, 
Londons {ms were too great, and Gods anger againſt 
the City was too hot, ſo ealily and preſently ro be 
quenched and allayed ; and it by the interceſſion of 
lome, a mitigation be obrained, ſo that the Lord dorh 
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not ſtir up all his wrath, utterly to deſtroy the place, 
as he did Sodom and Gomorrah; yet none can prevail ro 
call back thar wrath, and reverſe that decree which is 
cone forth againſt the Ciry : The time of Londons fall 
ts come; the Fire hath received irs commiſſion from 
God ro burn down rhe City, and therefore all ar- 
rempts to hinderir are in vail, 

On the Lords day nighe the fire had run as far as 
Garlick-bithe in Th.mes-ſtrect, and had crept up into 
Cannon=treet and levelFd ic with the ground; and [till 
is making forward by the water-lide, and upward ro 
the brow of the hill,on whick the Cicy was builr. 

On Munday Grace=:harch-ſtreet is all in flames, with 
Lumbard={treet onthe left haud,and part of Fen=church 
ſtreet on the righc, the fire working (though nor ſo faſt 
againſt rhe winde, thac way : before ic were pleaſanc 
and ſtately houſes, behinde it ruinous and deſvulare 
heaps. The burning rhen was in faſhion of a Bow, a 
dreadful Bow it was, ſuch as mine eyes never beiore 
had ſeen ; a Bow which had Gods Arrow in it with a 
flaming point ; It was a {hining Bow ; nor likethar in 
the cloud, which brings warer with ic, and withall 
ſipnitied Gods Covenant nor to deſtroy the world 
any more with water : but it was a Bow which had 
firein jr, which ſignified Gods anger, and his incenti- 
on to deſtroy London with fire. 

Now the Flames break in upon Cornb:1l, that Targe 
and ſpactous ftreer, and quickly croſs the way by rhe 
rrain of Wood thar lay in the ſtreets untaken away, 
which had been pull'd down from houſes to prevent 
ics ſpreading : and ſothey lick rhe whole ſtreer as 
they go: they mount up ro the rop of che higheſt hou= 
ſes ; they deſcend down to the bottom of the loweſt 
vaults and celfars;and march along on borh ſides of the

ble, tumble, from one end of rhe ſtreet ro the other . 
with a great craſh, leaving the foundations open rg 
the view ofthe heavens. |. 
Now fearfulneſs and terrcur doth furprize the Ci= |}; 
tizens of London ; confuſion and aftoniſhmenr doth Et: 
fall upon them at this unheard of, unchoughr of Judg- 
ment. Ir would have grieved the heart of an uncon- 
cern'd perſon, ro ſee the rufull looks, the pale cheeks, 
the tears trickling down from the eyes, (where rhe 
greatneſs of ſorrow and amazement could give mm 
or 
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ſor ſuch a vent) the ſmicing cf the breſt,the wringing 
of the hands z to hear the ſighs and groans,the doleful 
and weeping ſpeeches of the diſtreſſed Cirtzens, when 
they were bringing forth their wives (ſome from their 
child bed) and their lictle ones (fume from their fick 
bed) our of their houſes, and ſending rhem into the 
Countreys, or ſume where intothe Fields with their 
goods, Now the hopes of Loxdon are gone, their heart 
is ſunk ; now there 1s a general remove in the City, 
and that ina grearer hurry than before the Plague ; 
their goods being in greater danger by rhe Fire, than 
their perſons were by the ſickneſs. Scarcely are ſome 
returned, bur they muſt remove again, and nor as be- 
fore, now wirhout any more hopes of ever returning, 
and living in thoſe houſes any more. 

Now Carts,and Drays.,and Coaches,and Horſes, as 
many as could have entrance into the Cicy were loa- 
den, and any mony 15 given for help 5 7. 10 1, 201.30/. 
for a Carr, tobear forth intothe Fields ſome choice 
things, which were ready to be conſumed ; and ſome 
of the Countreys had the conſcience ro accepr of rhe 
higheſt price, which the Citizens did rhen offer in 
rhetr extremiry ; Tam miſtaken if ſuch money do nor 
burn worſe, than the Fire our of which ic was rak'd. 
New Cacks of Wine and Oyl, and other commudities 
are tymbled long, and the owners ſhove as much of 
their goods as they can rowards the Gate : every one 
now becomes a Porrer ro himſelf, and ſcarcely a back 
either of Man or Womanthar hath firengrh, bur had a 
burden on 1t in rhe ſtreets : It was very ſad to ſee ſich 
throngs of poor Citizens coming in, and going forth 
from rhe unburnt parts, heavy loaden with ſome pie- 
ces of their goods, but more heavy loaden with wergh- 
ry grief and ſorrow of heart, ſo that ir is wonderful 
t.ey did not quite fink under theſe burdens. : 
Mons 
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- Mundaay night was a dreadful night,when the wings 
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ofthe night had ſhaddowed the light of rhe heavenly 


bodies, there was no darkneſs of night in Lon4oz, for 


the Fire ſhines now round about with a fearful Blaze, F 
which yielded ſuch light in the ſtreets, as ichad been * 
the Sun at noon-day. Now the Fire having wrought - 


backyard ſtrangely againſt the Winde ro B:llings- 
gate, 8c. along Thames-{Freet Eaſtward, runs up the 
hill ro Tower-{trect, and having marched on from 
Grace=:burch-{treet, makech further progreſs 1n Fer- 
cburch-ſtreet , and having ſpread ics wing beyond 
ween-hithe 1n Thames<'treet Weſtward , mounts up 
from the \Water-fide through Dowgate, and 014 Fiſh- 
ſtreet into Watling-(treet : but the great fury of che Fire 
was in the broader ſtreets; in the mi{{t of che night 
ic was com? down Cornhill, and laid ic in the duſt, 
and runs along by the Stocks, and rhere meets wich a- 
nother Fire,which came down Thred-needle-treet; a 
liccle further with another, which came up from 7/all- 
brook; a lictle further wich anocher, which comes up 
from Bucklers-bury, aud all theſe four joyning roge- 
ther,break inco one grear flame at rhe corner ofCheap- 
fide with ſuch a dazling light, and burning hear, and 
roaring noiſe by the fall of fo many houſes ragerher, 
that vas very amazing; and though it were ſomeching 
ſtopr in ics ſwifc courſe ar M:r:ers Chappel, yer wich 
great force in a while,ir conquers the place,and burns 
rhrough ir, and then with great rage proceederh for- 
ward in Cheapſide, 
On T-e/dzy was the fire burning up the very bowels 
of Londen;Cheapſide is all in a light fire ina few hours 


rime,many fires meeting chere,as in the center ; from 


Soper=lane, Bow-lane,Bread-=ſtreet, Friday-ſtreet,and Olde 
change,the fire comes up almoſt rogether, and breaks 
furiouſly into Broad-reet, and molt of thar fide of the

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way was together in flames, a dreadful ſeGacle ! and 


© then partly by the fre which came down by Mercers

But on Wedneſday-night, when the people lateof 
London, now of the fields, hoped to get a little reſt on 
the ground, where they had ſpread their beds, a more 
dreadful fear falls upon them than they had before, 
through a rumor thar the Frcach were coming armed 
againſt them ro cut their throats, and ſpoil they, af 
what they had ſaved out of the fire; they were now 
naked, and weak,and in ill condition to defend them« 
ſelves, and the hearts, cpecially ofthe females, do 
quake, and tremble, and are ready ro die within 
them ; yer many Citizens having loſt their houſes, and 
almoſt all that they had, are fired with rage and tary : 
and they begin roſtir up themſelves like Lions, or 
like Bears bereaved of their whelps, and now Arm, 
Arm, Arm, doth reſound the Fields and Suburbs with 
a dreadful voice. We may gueſs at the diſtreſs and 
perplexiry ofthe pecple rhis night, which was ſome= 
thing alleviated when the falſeneſs of the alarm was 
perceived, 

Thus fell great London, that ancient City ! that po- 
pulous 
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pulou City ! London, which-wasjche Queen City ofthe 
Land,and as famous as moſt Cities in the world ; none 
fo famous for the Goſpel and zealons profeſſion of the 
reformed Relibion. And yerhow is Londox departed 
like ſmoak,and her glory laid in the duſt ? how is her 
deftruction come, which no man thought of, and her 
deſolarion in a ntoment ? how doth the Nations abour 
gaze and wonder ? how dorh the whole T.and rrem» 
ble art the noiſe of her fall? how do her Cicizens droop 
and hang down rheir heads ? her Women and Virgins 
weep, and fit inthe duft ? Oh, the paleneſs that now 
firs upon the'cheeks ! the aftoniſhment and contufſton 
thar covers the face, rhe diſmal avprehenfions rhat 
ariſe in the minds of moſt, concerning the dreadful 
conſequences which are likely ro be of chis fall of Loz- 
don ? How is the pride of London ſtained, and beauty 
ſpotled ! her arm broken, and ſtrength departed ? 
her riches almoſt gone, and rreaſures ſo much conſu- 
med? - The head now is lick? and rhe whole body 
ng $ che hearc ts wounded, and every other part Is 
enfiblebFirs.ftroke ; never was England in 'grearter- 
danger ofbeing made aprey to a forraign power, than 


fince the firins and fall of this Ciry, which had the 


ftrengrh arid treaſure of the Nation inir. How ts Loz- 
don ceaſed,that rich City ! that joyous City ! one cor- 
ner indeeds lefr, but more thanas many houſes as 
were within the walls are turned into aſhes, 

The Merchants now have lefc the Royal Exchange ; 
the buyers and (ellers have now forſaken the ftreers : 
Grace=chnreh#treet , Corn!'ill , Cheap-ſide , Newgate- 
market. and the like places, whichuſed ſome time tro 
have chrongs of rrathquers, now are become empty 
of inhabirants and inſtead of the itarely houſes which 
ſtood there laſt Summer, now they liz this Winter in 
reinous heaps, The glory of London is now fled away 
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like a Bird, the Trade of London is ſhattered and bro- 
ken to pieces, her delights alſo are vaniſhed ,and plea- 
fant things laid waſte ; now no chaunting to the ſound

Ler God be 
righteois.and all che world wrtghreous:for liphtmay 
more eatily deparc from the Sun, and heat be ſepara- 
rel fromthe hre;z and rhe whole creation may more 
ealily drop into nothins.than God ceaſe ro be juſt and 
righteous, in the ſevereft judgments which he doth 
inflict upon the children of men. 

If any profane mockers do reply againſt God, and 
reflect upon his righreouſne(s and goodneſs rowards 
his own people,becai:ſe theſe judgments have fallen fo 
fore upon Lozdon, the Glory of the Land, yea of the 
World, for the number of godly perſons (as in fcoft | 
they call them) which dwell init; if God were 0 
righteous.and favourable ro the godly, would he bend 
his bow ,and ſhoot fo many arrows amongit them as 
he did in the vilitarion by the Plague,whilſt he ſuffer- 
ed ſo many notoriouſly wicked perſons to eſcape?

rt. Thar theſe Judgments of Plague and Fire are 
both of them Ntzoal judgments. 

1. The judgment of the Plague was Narional, in 
as much as London was the chief Ciry, in as much as 
the Kings Court was here, and moſt Countries had 
relarions here ; and all Countries had concernments 
| here: moreover the Plapue was not only in London 
and Weftminfer, and places near ailjacent, bur ir was 
diſperſed inco the Countries ar a farcher diſtance, as 
Cambridge, Norwich, Col: bejter, and other Towns, 
where it raged either the ſame or the next year, as 
much proportionably as ic did in Lon 177: 

2, The Judgmenc of the fire which burned down 
only the City, and lefe Jjtminſter and the Suburbs * 

£4 ſtand- 
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ſtanding, and did notreach into the Countreys, yer $ 
was a Nattoval judgment, becaute Lr7d40 was the 


Metropolis of the Land, becauſe the Beauty, Riches, 
Strength, and Glory of rhe whole Kingdom lay in 
Lindon : and it was nor the Inhabiranrs of the Cir 
who alone did ſuffer by this Fire , but the whole 
Land more or leſs, do, and will feel the ſmart 

hereof. | 
2. Theſe Judgments then being Narional:it is not 
unreaſonable roſay, that Nacional fins have been the 
cauſe ofrhem:and ifſo,we may readily finde a reaſon 
of Gods riphteouſneſs in theſe proceedings; when the 
{ns ofthe Land are ſo obvious and ſo hatnous. He 1s a 
oreat ſtranger in England, thar doth not know how 
wickedneſs harh abounded in theſe latrer years ; his 
eyes muſt befaſt ſhur, who doth nor ſee what a deluge 
cf profanene(> and impiery hath broken in like a 
mighty torrent, and overflowed the Land ; that hath 
not taken notice of rhoſe bare-fac'd villanies which 
have been committed amongſt us, which is a great 
queſtion whether any ages before us could parallel; 
we read in Scripture of Sodom and Gomorrah, and the 
wickedneſs ſomerime of Feraſalem ; Profane Hiſtories 
and Fravellers make mention of Rome, Venice, Na- 
ples, Paris, and other places very wicked, bur who 
can equal Exgland, which calls ic ſelf Chriſtian and 
Proteſtant, for ſuch deſperate and audacious affronrs 
and indignities which have been offered ro the High- 
eſt Majeſty, by the Gallants (as they are called) of our 
times : How was Hell as it were broke looſe, and how 
were men worſe than thoſe which in our Saviours 
time were poſſeſt with devils, who cut themſelves with 
ſtones, and rore their own fleſh ; even ſuch who went 
_ abauclike fo many Hell-hounds and incarnate devils, 
Curlingand Banning, Swearing and Blaſpheming, 
inyent= 
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Inventing new oaths, and glorifying therein, delight- 
ing to tear the name of God, and ro fpir forth their 
rancour and malice in his very face? and can we then 
be ac a loſs for a reaſon of Gods righteouſneſs in his 
thus puniſhing England, by beginning thus furtoul!y 
with London ? When there were ſo many Arheitts a- 
bour Lendon,and in the Land,who denicd the verv be- 
ing of God, when ſomany Gentlemen(who Tookt up- 
on it as one piece of their breeding,to caſt off all fen- 
timents ofa Deiry)did walk our ftreers, and no argu= 
ments would work them roa perſwalion of rhe ruth 
of Gods being, ſhall we wonderifthe Lord appcars in 
a rerrible way, that he mighr be known by the judge= 
ments which he execurteth ?

peace ; whar ſhall we ſay was the cauſe of theſe exrra- 

ordinary nationgl judaments, but rhe extraordinary 

national fins. It was an extraordinary hand of God 

which brouphr the plague , of which no narural 

cauſe can be atlioned, why itthonld be {© crear rar 

year , more then in former years, but thar fin was 

grown to greater hetghth ; and that a iire ſhould pre- 

vall, againſt artemprsro quenchir, tv burn down the 

City, and that judement juſt following upon the 

heels of the other ; whar reaſon can be allipned, bur 

that Englands (ins, and Gods diſpleaſure hath been 

excraordinary ; God is a God of acience,and ir i3 nat 

a lighc thing will move him; he flow 5 anger, it 

mult need: be then ſome great provocation which 

makes him ſo furious ; he i: highly offended. before he 

lifcs up his hand;and he 15 exceedingly i-:en>*d.before 
his anger breaks forth into ſuch a flame ; for my parr, 
I verily think, if it had nor been for the crving abomi- 
nations of the times, which are nor chiefly co be lini- 
red rothe City of Londn, and if rhe means ©f Gods 
preſcriprioa, according ro the Rzle of his ord, which 
England ſometime could, had by F17l..n7 been 
made uſe of, both Plague and Fire had been vre- 
venred. 

3. Moreover, it may be ſaid rhat ſome particular 
perſons byſvme more peculiar,and notorious fins in1he 
Ciry may have provoked the Lord co bring punith- 
ment up1n the why'le place, ifthe Land were nor (> 
Senerally profane and wicked, the heathen could 
lay b . 

Il:At%t. x Zou Tara 73 kit PETTY: PULLS cT&U09, 
A whole City may be punithed for rhe wickedneſ: 
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a man, yet when he numbred the people (a ſmall fin 
in compariſon with rhe fins of fome others in our days) 
God was provoked to ſend ſuch a dreadful Plague, 
not on hinifelf, bur upon his peop'e, thar there died 
70000 men by ic in three days,and Dad ſaid, I bave 
Ffrned and done wickedly, but theſe ſheep, what have they 
done ? 2 Sam.24.10.-- 18. 

4. If irbeenquired how Gods mercy to his peo- 
ple doth appear, when rheſe judgments have fallen fo 
heavy upon many of them ? 

I Anſwer, | 

1. Thoſe of his own people,who have fallen by the 
Plague, are received ro creater grace aud mercy in 
Heaven, than here they were capable of, and they are 
moreover delivered from evil ro come, which hath 

lince, and may further come upon us. 

2. Thoſe whoſe houſes have fallen by the fire, the 
Lord could, and confident I am, the Lord hath made 
them greater gainers another way, they have loſt ic 
may be much in temporal things, but they are or may 
be, if they be not wanting ro ehemſelves, gainers in 
ſpiricual chings, which are of a higher and more ex- 
cellent nature ; I have known and heard of many of 
Gods people whoſe houſes are burnt,and goods ſpoil- 
ed, who have taken the loſs wich fo much chearfulneſs, 
humilicy,meekneſfs, patience,contentment,and thank- 
fulneſs rhar any thing was faved, if it vere only their 
lives, that it hath been my wonder and joy ; to gain 
fich a ſpirit hath more of good, than the loſs of all 
exterral enjuyments hath of evil. 

3. Further, if theſe judgements have fallen upon 
Gods people, we muft know thar they have their lms, 
which have deſerved them, poſlibly ſome have begun 

now to comply wich the wicked in their wicked ways, 
It 


of one Man; yea, we read of David,though ſo good 
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ir may be they were grown morelooſe in their walk- 
ing, and formal in the ſervice of God,and their hearts 
more ſer on the World, of which ins more largely 
when I come to ſpeak of the fins of the City; and 
and ſins of Gods people have more hainous aggrava- 
cions, than the fins of the wicked, being commicred 
againſt clearer lighr , dearer love , ſweerer mercies, 
ſtronger obligations, and therefore provoke God the 


-moreto wrath; therefore he threatnerh his own peo- 


ple eſpecially ro puniſh chem when they rrauſgreſs, 
Amos 3.2. You cnly bave Ihnown of all the Families of 
the Earth, and therefore T will puniſh you for your ini= 
GHITIES. 

5. Belides, they may need of awakening judge= 
ments fo rouze them, and humble them for tin, ro 
luoſen and wean them from the World; and ir is in 
love and fairhfulneſs,char God doth inflict ſuch judg- 
ments upon them. 

6. Laſtly, we muſt remember, that ic is Gods uſual 
courſe tobepin with his own houſe, x Pet.g.17. Jade= 
ment begins at the Houſe of God. 

5. Toconclude, Do any of the ungodly queſtion 
Gods righteouſneſs, becauſe in theſe common calami- 
ties, they have hirherco ſurvived and eſcaped ? 

I. Iris bur an ill requical and ill uſe, which they 
make of Gods patience and goodneſs which he hath 
exerciſed rowards them, that hereby he mighc lead 
chem unto repenrauce, Row.2.4,5 

2. Let them ſtay a while, and God will anſwer 
mem himſelf, and give them an experimenral convi- 
ction of his rightevus judgments, 1 Pet.4. 17, 18. If 
judgment begin at the houſe of God, what ſhall the end be 
of them that obey not the Goſpel ? and if the righteous 
ſearcely be (aved, where ſhall the ungodly and ſinners 
afptar * we read FPjal.75.8, Of a Cup of red Wine 
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iz the hand of the Lord, he may give his people to 
drink the rop of ic, but rhe moſt birter and dreggiſh 
parc, which 1s at the bottome, the wicked ſhall wring 
forth and drink,; 1f God whip his children with rods, 
he will ſcourge his enemies with ſcorpions. 

I am per{waded that the notoriouſly ungodly of 
this generation will not goour of this World, with= 
our ſome remarkable remporal judgment ; and thar 
the Lord will make them fee] ſomerhing even here, 
whar an evil ching, and a birrer it is ſo audacioully ro 
fly in the face of the grear God,by rheir hideous oarhs 
and blaſphemies, by their horrid wickednefs and abo- 
minations, whereby they do as it were challenge God 
to do his worſt againſt them; and when God doth 
draw forth his glictering Sword, and make ready his 
ſharparrow upon the ſtring ; when God dorh cloathe 
himſelf wich fury,as wicha garment,and his hand doth 
take hold on vengeance ; when their iniquities are 
grown fully ripe, and the day of their vitiration and 
recompenee is come , how rhen will theſe {inners of 
England be afraid, and what amazing rerrour will 
there then ſurprize this vile generation? Can their 
hearts endure, or their hands be ſtrong in the day that the 
Lord ſhall deal with them ? Ezek,22.14. Then the Lord 
will roar from his holy habication,wich ſuch a terrible 
voice,as ſhall make their ears ro ringle, their hearrs ro 
quake and tremble ; he will roar like a Lyon,and tear 
them in pieces, when there ſhall be none ro deliver. 
If the ſhaking of his rod hath moved them, and the 
beginning of his judgments, which he hath execured 
upon others, hath. affrighred them ; what will chetr 
behaviour be when the ſcourge is laid upon their own 
backs, and judgment ſhall fall upon their own heads ! _ 
Surely the judg.nents intended purpoſely for the moſt 
ungodly, are nor yer come ; yer, as they are like 
to be exceeding orear, becauſe more of pure, and 

. un- 
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umixt wrath will accompany them : ſo rhey ar®© 
like ro be very near; becauſe they are filling up the 
meaſure of their wickednets fo faſt, and they ſeemro 
be arrived even to the uttermoſt of fin ; ſurely their 
judgment dcth neither linger,nor ſlumber ,but is upon 
the wing, haſtning towards them ; ſurely the arm of 
the Lord is awakened,&lifred up on high,and though 
infinite patience doth hold irup a lictle while, rotry 
whether the jud2menrs already execured upon others 
before their eye:,will work any good effe& upon them, 
ſoas roawaken them, and ſtop them, and turn them 
from their evil wayes ; yer, if rhey proceed in thelr 
finful courſe, his arm I am perſwaded will come down 
with ſich force and fury upon them, thar their de- 
ſiruRtion thall be remarkable ro all char are round a- 
bout them : and I have much-of that perſwaſton, that 
the Lord will as ic were hang up many of the villains 
of our times, who have been guilty of ſuch treachery 
and rebellion againſt rhe grear King of Heaven, as it 
were in chains,and make rheir puniſhment here as no- 
rorious as their fins have been, that che whole World 
may hear and fear,and rake heed of ſuch vile practiſes: 
I ſuppoſe they may not now expe ir, nor fear it, no 
more than the ol4 World did their drowning, or Ss 
dom and G1morrah did their burning, becauſe deceirfill 
lin hath hardned rheir hearts; long cuſtome in fn, 
with impunity hath ſeared cheir conſciences, as with a 
hor Tron : bur then they are in rhe greareſt danger, 
when they ſleep wich the greateſt ſecuricy ; when Men 
grow deſperately hardned acainſt often, and all re- 
proots,by word,and rod roo, what followes, bur ſudden 
deftrufiion,and that without remedy ? Prov. 29.1. and 
when nien cry Fc.ice ana {afety, then ſudden deſtruction 
cometh upon them,s travel upon a IWam.n with child and 
they ſhall n:t eſrope, 1 Theſ.$.3. And if ſome of rhis un= 
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Gods Terrible Voice 
a remarkable temporal deſtrution ; God will make 
his righteouſneſs evident to them, in the other World, 
when he claps np rheir Souls cloſe Pritoners in the 
loweſt dungeon of Hell appointing black Devils ro be 
their Jaylors, flames of fire ro be rheir cloathing, hi- 
deous terrours and woe tobe their food, Cain, Judas, 
and other danined rormenred ſpirirs to be their com- 
panions,where they muſt lye bound in chains of dark- 
neſs, nll the judgment of the grear day ; and when rhe 
general afſize is eome, and rhe Angels have blown the 
laſt Trumper, and gathered the elect to rhe right hand 
of Chriſt, then they will be ſent with the Keys of the 
botcomleſs Pic, and the Priſon will be opened for a 
while, and like ſo many Rogues in Chains, they ſhall 
together with all cheir fellow finners be brought forth, 
and find out the dirry fleſh and their bodies, which 
likea naſty ragg they ſhall then pur on, and with moſt 
rufull looks, and unexpreflible confuſion and terror, 
they ſhall behold the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, whom 1n life 
time they deſpiſed and affronted, come down from 
Heaven in flaming tire, ro take vengeance upon them, 
who will ſentence them to the flames of erernal fire, 
and drive them from his Throne and preſence into ur- 
ter darkneſs, where they nuiſt rake up their lodging for 
evermore. Then,then there will be a clear revelarion of 
the righceous & dreadful judgments of this great God 
unto the world,and upon this accurſed generarion. 

But more fully ro clear up the reaſon of London's 
judgmentrs,and the righteouſneſs of God herein ; God 
hath indeed ſpoken very terribly, but he hath anſwer- 
ed us very righteouſly. Lo:doz was not fo godly, as 
ſome ſpeak by way of ſcoff: no! If London had been 
more generally godly, and more powerfully g-dlv, 
theſe judgments might have been eſcaped,and rhe ru- 
11s of the City prevenred ; No ! it was the ungodli- 
nelz 
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in the City. 72 
neſs of Londen, which brought the Plague and Fire 


upon Londen. There was a general Plague upon the 


heart,a more daygerons infeftion, and deadly Plague 
of {in, before there was ſenr a Plague upon the bedy : 
there was a fire of divers Iuſts which was enkindled, 
and did burn in rhe boſome, ſumierimes ifſuing our 
fames at the door of the mouth, and atthe windows 
of the eyes of the inhabiranrs, before the fire was kind- 
led in the Ciry,which ſwallowed up ſo many habitari- 
ons. We have fallen, thouſands of perſons into the 
grave by the Plague, thouſands of houſes, as a great 
Monument upon them, by the fire ; and whence1s it ? 
we are fallen Ly cur iniquities, Hoſea 14.1, the Crown is 
falen ſrem cur heads; and what is the reaſon ? becaxſe 
we have ſnned againſt the Lord, Lam.5.16. Gcd hath 
ſpoken terribly,bur he hath anſwered righreouſly ; as 
he gives great and ſpecial mercies in anſwer unto 
prayer : ſo he ſendeth great and extraordinary judg- 
ments in anſwer unto fin ; there is a voice and loud 
cry, eſpecially in ſome fins which cztereth into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabbath. 1 Sam. 5. 4. When God ſpeaks 
by terrible things, he makes bur a righteous return to 
this cry. 

And though theſe Judgments of Plague and Fire are 
Nacional judgments, and may be the predu& of Na- 
tional fins, and I verily am perſwaded, that God was 
more highly provoked bv ſome that dwelt out of the 
Ciry, than with thoſe which dwelr in it, I mean the 
profane and ungodly generation, who chiefly did in- 
habit more remotely ; and that God, being ſo pro- 
vokr, was the more ready to firike, and ler his hand 
fall ſo heavy upon Londen; yer ſince many of the un= 
godly crew were got mito the City ir ſelf, and moſt in 
che City,that were notof them, and did nor'dare ro 


commir their impieries, yet made themſelyes guilry,by 


nor

not mourning for them, and labouring in heir place 
what they could atrer a redreſs; and tince London ir 
ſelf hath been guilty of ſo many crying {ins ( asT ſhall

I, God hath puniſhed London no more than their ini- 


quities deſerve ; Great ſins deſerve great Plagues ; and 


have not the ſins of London been great? Lerus make 
an inquiry after Londos fins, 

Here I ſhall offer ſome fins to conlideratton, and let 
London judge wherher ſhe be not guilty, and whether 
the Lord hath nor been plaguing her,and burning her, 
and poſhbly, yea probably will bring utrer ruin and 
deſolarion upon her, except ſhe ſee and mourn and 
rurn the ſooner : Iris out of dearand tenderloveto 
London(with whom I could willingly live and die)chat 
I write theſe things to pur them in mind of their tins, 
thar they michc rake ſume ſpeedy courſe fora redreſs 
and tirzing away the ferce-anger of rhe Lord which 
is kindled againſt them for ſin, leſt he next proceed to 
bring utter ruin. upon them : ſurely they have not 
more reaſon ro rhink thar (ods anger is'turned away 
{ince the Fire, than they had to rhink it wasrurned a- 
way afcer the [lagye; but racher they may conclude, 
thac though the fire of the City be quenched, yer the 
fire of Gods anger doth burn ſtill more dreadfully, 
than-the other fire ; and thar his hand is ſtretched cur 
ſtill ro deſtroy. Therefore, O all ye inhabirants abour 
Londin,open youreyes, and ears,and hearts;and ſuffer 
a word of reproof for your fins; and deal not _— 
| nts

this Catalogue of your ſins ; as Febojakzm did with Fes 
remiah”s roll, who burnt ic in the fire,nor being able to 
bear his words ; bur do with it as Fohz did with his 
lictle book, ear it and digeſt ic, thotgh it be bitter in 
the mouth, as well as in the belly ; ir ts bicrer Phylick, 
bur neceſſary for the preſervation of a ſick languiſhs 
ing City,which is even ready ro give up the Ghoſt. 
And here I ſhall begin with more Goſpel-1ms, which, 
though natural conſcience 1s not ſo ready to accuſe 
of, yet in the account of God are the moſt heinous 
fins : Ard 1 vieuld have a regard nor only to latter, 
but alſo co former fins, which, poſſibly, niay now be 
more out of yiew.,and forgotten,and which ſome may 
be hardned in, becauſe the guilty have nor been ſo pars 
ticularly and ſenfibly puniſhed (though God ſparing 
of rhem hath been in order to their repentance) or 
their puniſhments in ſome kind hath been accormted 
by them no puniſhments, or their puniſhments have 
been miſtaken, and their hearts have ſwelled againſt 
inſtruments made uſe of by God therein, inftead of 
accepting of the puniſiment of rheir iniquiry, and 
humbling themſelves deeply before the Lord. I fay,lI 
would call ro remembrance former ſins,as well as lats 
ter, which are more vit.ble now and az arent : for as 
Gcd, being ſo [uw io arger, hathnot been quickly 
moved to ſuch indipration ; bur,as we havereaſonro 
think, thar his wrath hath been ak ng time boiling in 
his breaſt, before it was raiſed to this heighth as ro boil 
over, ard puur down Plague and Fire upon the City 
of Londen : ſo we may reatonably infer,that ſins com» 
mitted by L:7don long agoe, were the fuel pur under, 
that cauſed this bciling of his anger,which, becauſe o- 
ther judgments have not wrought the kindly effe& of 


repentance, the I.ord hath been provoked to expreſs 


this way, which hath keen mu-re feeling and dreadful, 
More= 
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Moreover, when I reckon up London's fins, I would 
not refle&alone upon any one party, in as much as 
all parties have ſinned, and I believe the Lord hatrk 
been offended wirh all, as in his judgments he hath 
made no difference, rhat all mighr be awakened ro 
ſee their faults wich ſorrow and ſhame. And if ir were 
fic, I would begin here with my ſelf, being perlwaded 
that my lins, more than thouſands of orhers, have 
helpc ro fill up the Viol of Gods anger ; butas 1 goa- 
long, I ſball endeavour by the grace of God ro apply 
ro my ſelf the ſins which conſcience will accuſe of, 
that I may bewail and amend : and I would beſeech e- 


very one of yeu, thar caſt your eyes upon thele lines, 


to do the like, and ro compare them with thoſe lines, 
which are written in the Book of your conſciences, 
and where you finde a tranſcript, read and read a- 
gain, conſider and lay ro heart, gerto your knees, 
confeſs and labour to drop, art leaſt ſome rears into 
the Bottle, which ifthis lictle Book might help gather 
from your eyes, and you could be perſwaded ro pour 
for;h ſuch waters before rhe Lord, they might help t5 
quench the violence of the Fire of Gods anger,which 
we have reaſon to fearis ſtill burning againſt us.

I. He firft ſm of London is ſlighting of the Goſpet. 
| The Goſpel in Ezgland hath above this hun- 
dred vear ſhincd forth our of the clouds of Popery and 
Antichrifttianiſm, which before did over-ſpread rhe 
Land; and inno place of Eng/and hath the Goſpel 
been preached wich greater power and purity than In 
London ; 
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London; and what entertainment hath ir found ? hach 
it been valued according to its worth and excellen- 
cy ? hath it been received asif ir had come down 
from the God of Heaven, expreſling his love and 
good-will rowards the children of Men, o- it had 
brought ſich good news and tidings, as ſayation by 


. Jeſus Chriſt ? 


Read the Elogium which the Apoſtle Peter gives 
of the ſalvation made known by the Co” 1 Peter 
I. 10, 11, 12. Of which ſalvation the Prophets have en- 
quired, and ſearched diligently,who propheſied of the grace 
that ſhould come unto you : ſearching what, or what mans 
ner of time the ſpirit of Chriſt which was in them, id -*- 


fgnify when it teſtified before-hand the ſufferings of Chriſt, © a 


and the glory that ſhould follow : unto whom it was reveals 
ed, that not unto themſelves, but unto us they did miniſter 
the things, which are now reported unto you,bythem that 
have preached the Goſpel unto you, with the holy Ghoſt ſent 
down from Heaven, which things the Angels deſire to 
lockinto, The Prophets of old did enquire and ſearch, 
bur did nor ſoclearly underſtand the Goſpel, as now 
It is revealed, our Saviour tells his Diſciples, Lzke 10, 
24. Thar many Prophets and Kings had difired to ſec the 
thing which they ſaw and had not ow them, and io bear 
the things bich they did hear,and had not beard them 
for indeed this myſtery was hid from ages and generations 
which God then made manifeſt unto the Saints, Col. 1. 26. 
And the Apoſtle Paxlrells us, that though the mini- 
ſtration of the Law were glorious, in ſo much thar ir 
made the face ofMoſes to ſhine unto whom rheLaw was 
revealed upon the Mounr, yer that it had no glory, in 
compariſon wich the miniſtration of rhe Goſpel, 
whoſe glory did fo far excel,zCor.3.7,10.the myſteries 
of Gods wiſdom & love revealed in the Goſpel, being 
fo glorious, ſurely are worthy of accepration & eſteem , 

_ F * eſpeci- 
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eſpecially when the Angels whoare not ſo much con» 
cerned, defire to look into theſe things, unto whom 
ir is ſaid, Epb. 3. 10. Is made known by the Church the 
manifgld wiſdom of God. And yer theſe great things, }. 
which have been reported bythem,who Progr </ 
the Goſpel, wich the Holy Ghoſt ſent down from 
Heaven, have been undervalued in London. The Go- Ml 
ſpel hath been flighred in London, and though ſome 
have been more notoriouſly guilty, yer who can alro- 
gether excuſe themſelves fron this fin? Now rhar the 
conviction may be more full, I ſhall chargerhe im 
more particularly. 

'. T. The ignorant perſons in London have been guil- 
ty of this ſin, the light of the Goſpel hath ſhin'd about 
ig bur rhey have nwfled up themſelves in darkneſs, 


the light of the glorious Goſpel ſhould enter, and 
lead them our of his ſnare ; thouſands in the City 
have been affectedly ignorant: though they have had 
means of knowledge, fo near, and ſoeafie to come 
by, mulricudes have periſhed our of London, and mul- 
ticudes ſtill remain in their ignorance. O rhe negle&t 
that there hath been of learning Catechiſms ! and how 
few have endeavour'd to acquaint themſelves with 
the Principles of the Chriſtian Religion, thar they 
might have the more full and clear underftanding of 
the Goſpel ? 
.2, Thevicious and profane have been guilty of ſlight- 
ing the Goſpel, how many ſuch perſons have there a 
cronuded, and are ſtill crouding our of London into 
Hell, when the light af the Goſpel ſhined upon them, 
which would have guided them in the way ro Heaven: 
becauſe chis light hath been too troubleſome in its. 
diſcovery, and reproof of their dear and ſweet ſins; 
they have hated ir, and endeavoured to fly as get as. 
; they 


they could from it, or to ſliut their eyes as hard as 
they could againſt it. CERT : 

3. The civil perfons alſo have been guilty , there 
have been many ſober Citizens, and Martrons, civil 
youths, and virgins, who have been free from the groſs 


amr which are in the World through luſt, who 


ve beendiligent in their calling, juft in cheir deal- 
ings, courteous, and ſweet natur'd in their demea« 
nour, and yet wichour the leaſt de gtee of the power 
of godlineſs, without which ir is impoſlible they 
ſhould be ſaved, alas ! none of theſe have given any 
warm welcome unto the Goſpel in their hearts, 
which hath been ſo lng preached in theCiry:the kind-= 
nefG of a friend hath been eſteemed by them, bur the 
kindneſs of God hath not been regarded : If a Meſſen- 
ger had come and told them how they might fave 
their eſtates, when in danger of loſs, or how ro ſave 
their relations when in danger ofdeath ; O how wel 
come would ſuch a meſſenger and tidings have been ? 
bur when Miniſters have preached the Goſpel unto 
them, which tels them how they ſhould ſave their ſouls, 
in danger of death and hell, ſuch ridings have had no 
reliſh with them.as if they had no ſouls, or were in-no 
danger : the light hath ſhined before chem , bur rhere 
hath been a cloud in their eye,theycould nor diſcern irs 
or they have look'd uponir afar off, rhey have nor 
drawn neer,& brought it home,& ſer, it up in their bo- 
ſoms, thar they hes. order themſelves, and whole 
converfations,according ro irs guidance anddireQion. 
4. The Hypocrites have been guilcy of this ſin, theſe 
have drawn nearer to this lighr, than any of rhe for- 
mer ; fo near, thac they have ſeem'd to be cloathed 
with its beames , they have lighted their Lamps. 
hereby, and have ſhined forth jn a glorious blaze of 
an ourward profeſlion, ' yer there hath been _ 
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In theſe an inward ſecretdiſreliſh ofthe Goſpel, eſpe- 
Cially of ſome things init ; there have been ſome ſe- 
cret rooms in their hearts into which they would nor 
ſuffer the light ro enter, left it ſhould diſcover thoſe 
beloved Dulilah*s which there they have nouriſhed and 
brought up, they have been rotten at the Core, and 
have had ſome unmortified Iuſt within, which the 
World hath nor taken notice of; ſo that if the Goſpel 
hath been received by them, it hath been only in the 
outward form, not inthe inward power ; if the lighr 
hath been received, it hath been without irs hear and 
life. Hence ir hath come to paſs that ſome of theſe Hy= 
5k nnratry ſeem'd to be Scars of the firſt magnicude, 

ave proved only Blazing-ftars and Commetrs, which 
ina ſhorr time have fallen and ſunk into wilde opi- 
nions,or fearful Apoſtacy. | 

© 5. The Erroncus have been guilty of this fin 5 ſome 
and 'nor a- few in Lodo, under this glorious Sun= 
ſhine of the Goſpel, which hath come from Heaven, 
have lighted a Candle ar the Fire of Hell, and la- 
boured to ſer it up in qppoſition ro rhe true Light of 
the Goſpel, crying our , New Light, new Light, 
Sathan himſelfhath appeared in Lodz like an Angel 
of Lighe, and employed his Emiflaries and wicked 
Mſtruments (who have ſeemed to be Mintſters of 
righreoyſneſs, but have had a Wolfſh ravenous hearc 
uyder the dreſs and cloathing of the ſheep) ro vent 
many damnable and  deſtrutive opinions in our 
Church; under pretence of new diſcoveries and reve- 
lations of the fpirir'; and rhough rhis falſe and Ta- 
per-lighr could never abide the teſt,and-put forth any 
beams' of convincing truth, but darkned and difap- 
peared upon rtheapproach of rhe'Sun, where it ſki- 
ned inirs power ; yet too many whoſe eves were too 


fore to Tookupon the glorious beams of the Sun,&-yet + 
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with all their hearts roo fearful to remain wholly in the 
dark wichour any ſhew of light, did wichdraw them- 
ſelves from the former, and ſought after rhe larer in 
dark corners, where alone ſuch rotten wood could. 
ſeem to ſhine, and ſuch candles could give forth. any 
lighr,and chooſing night rarher: than day,they follows, 
ed theſe falſe waking fires,though they were led by 
them into many a preciplce. 00 
It is fad to remember,and ſeriouſly to conſider what, - 
errours and ſtrong deluſions have abounded and pre- : 
vaiſed in our Gofdel-dayes. How many falſe teachers 
have there been among us, which have crepr inatun- 
awares ? how many Jeſuits and Priefts ſent from Rome 
and other places,to rend & rear our Proteſtant Church 
to pieces, that rchey might make way for the intrc- 
duttion of Popery,art leaſt co caſt a diſgrace upon Pro- 
teſtantiſm, and delude many of #5 with.the opinions 
they have broached, and ro confirm therr own 1n their 
deluſions ; thus many-cunving and learned Jeſuirs 
have diſguiſed themſelves in the habic of Taylors, 
Shoo-makers, and of other mechanical Tradeſman, 
that they might ſeem tothe people ro have been raughr 
thoſe things by the Spirir, which have been the pro- 
du of much ſtudy ; thus theſe curſed villains, of old 
ordained ro condenmation, have privily brought in 
damnable hereſtes,ſome calling themſchofs Quakers,o- 
thers Ranrers,orhers Seekers,others Antinomians, o- 
thers Browniſts, others Anabaptiſts ; purting rchem- 
felves into any ſhapes, that they mighr miſ-lead, and 
the betrer lye in wait to deceive. poor | ſouls; ſome 
denying the Lord that bought rhem, ſercing up 
the fancy of a Chriſt within chem for their Savi- 
our; others denying the Foundation, undermi- 
ning the Divine Authority of rhe Scriprures ; others 
labouring to overthrow the Nodtrine of Juſtification, 
F'4- and 
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and ſtriking at moſt fundamental DoCtrines. in the 
Chriſtian Faith ; and all of them endeavouring to un- 
dermine the miniftry of Chrifts inſtitution, and ſend- 
ing, calling them Anti-Chriſtian, Baal- Prieſts, Falſe 
Prophets, doing what rhey could ro bring them and 
their miniſtry out of eſteem, that rhey might the more 
effeQually prevail with the-people ro receive their 
falſe doftrines, and arm them heteby againſt an unde- 
-ceivement ; and ſweetning their poifon with good 
*words and fair ſpeeches, they have deceived the hearts 
of the i:mple,ſo that many did follow their pernicious 
wayes,by reaſon of whom the way of truth hath been 
evilſpoken of, & what ever good words they had.they 
were but feigned words, whereby they made merchs 
andize of ſouls, hoſe judgment now a long time lingreth 
not and whiſe damnation ſlumbreth not. 2 Pet.2.1.,2.,3. 
Theſe theApoſtle calls ſpots and blemiſhes,ſporting 
themſelves wirh their own deceivings, Wells withour 
warer, Clouds carried about with a Tempeſt, Raging 
waves of the Sea,foaming our their own ſhame, Wan- 
dring ſtars, unto whom ts reſerved blackneſs of dark- 
neſs for ever. 2 Pet.2.13,17. Fud,13. þ 
And yet many of theſe were hearkned unto,and ad- 
hered unto by too many in Loxdor, rather than the 
rrue Goſpel Miniſters, commillionated by the Lord 
iq Chriſt himſelf, and ordained according ro the 
reſcription of his Word. _ | 
Then many Lay-men, ſome gifted, (who would have 
given a better accounr of their gifts ar rhe great day 
ad they kepr their ſtation)and ſome wirhour gifts, but 
with a great meaſure of ignorance and confidence,did 
ſep up ſomerime- into Pulpirs, often rook upon them 
to preach in private, invading the office,and intrud- 
ing intothe work of Chriſts Embaſſadours, which he 
hath appointed a peculiar office fer,and which he _ 
| | er 
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ſet a hedge about more than any other office we read 
of in Scripture; bur they ventured ro break over the 
hedge, I am confident to the affronting and diſpleaſs: 
ing of the great King, whoſe repreſentatives in the” 
world his ;:Embaſſadours are ; and not only filly wo-- 
men were led caprive by the deceivers which crept in 
when ſo many took liberty to preach,bur alſo men who 
profeſſed themſelves ro be wiſe, and to havearrained 
roa degree of light above the vulgar; yer forſaking 
the Miniſtery and Ordinances of Jeſus Chrift,appoin- 
red ro conrinue unto the end of the world, for rhe in- 
ſtruKing, perfeting, and eſtablifhmenr of Saincs wt 
knowledge and fairch, rhey became fools and children, 
toſſed to and fra with cvery wind of doCirine, bythe ſlight 
of them which led chem afide. Eph.4.11,12,13,14- 
Now all theſe perſons have been {lighters of the CGoſ= 
pel of Jeſus Chriſt, the Ignorant, the Profane, the Hv- 
pocrite, and the Erroneous; and if you place them all 
in one company,how few will there remain in Londen, 
thar have ſincerely and heartily imbraced the rruth as 
ic 1s in Jeſus,and upon whom the Goſpel ha h made a 
powerful and ſaving impreſſion ? And even amongft 
thoſe thar have been afeted and converted by.t 
preaching of che Goſpel, and had it greatly in efteem 
ar firſt hearing and believing ; how was their eſteem of 
rhe Goſpel fallen, and their affetion cooled ? did nor 
Goſpel-ordinances begin ro looſe their worth and ex- 
cellency , and grew redious and wearifome unto 
them? O how generally unthankful was London 
for the Goſpel-priviledges and liberties! yea, ma- 
ny began to be very nice and wanton, and the 
Goſpel was nor reliſhed, unleſs it were ſerved up 
with ſuch neareneſſes and dreſſings, in which ſome 
Miniſters poflibly ' did roo much endeavour to pleaſe 
themſelves and the people, and then che ſauce was 
F 4 more 
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more reliſhed thai the food ir ſelf; and the appetite of 
many was ſo ſpoiled, that plain wholſome ſoul-ſaving 
truths would not down with them. Loxdorers began 
to be glutted wich the Goſpel, and like the Traelites in 
the Wilderneſs, their ſouls began to loathe the Mannah 
which came down from Heaven; a ſtrange curiofiry 
there was in ſpiricual pallates, which in many turned 
ro a loathing of the food, in ſo much that the Goſpel 
became a burden unto them, and thence it was that 
many turned away their ears from the truth, and were 
turned into errours, and they could not endure ro 
hear ſound dofrine, bur having icchingears, heaped 
up unro themſelves teachers accarding to their luſts, 
2 Tim.4.3,4. 

And rhoſe that continued ſtedfaſt in the truth, did 
not duly prize the Goſpel,none of them according ro |} 
ics dignity and worth. No wonder then if God grows |} 
angry at {ſuch conremprs and affronts as were hereby | 
offered unto him, and eaſeth them ſo much of rheir || | 
burden, and wichdraws the food ſo much, which chey | 
grew ſo weary of : No wonder thar heſutters ſo many | 
of their teachers ro be thruſt tnto corners,and ſo much | 
withdraws the beams of that light which was fomuch | 
abuſed, and when they are nor ſenſible of his difplea= | 
ſuretn rthis,no wander if he ſends the Plague and Fire, 
toawaken them unro a ſenltbility. 

When the King tent forch his ſervants to call the 
gueſts ro the Wedding-feaſt,and they make light of ir 
and excuſe themſelves, and go away, one ro his Farm, 
anorher to his Merchandize, and the remnant took his 
ſervants and entreated rhem ſpightfully and flew 
them: The King was worth, and ſent forth his Armies 
ro deſtroy thoſe murderers, & burn thelr City, Mat.22. 
fromv.1. tov, 8. God hath ſent forth his ſervants 
to call Londoners ro this Feaſt ; how many invicati- 
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ons have they had co come unto Chriſt, to accept o 
him,ro ſave them, and feed upon him, from whom a= 
lone they cangert any Spiritual nouriſhment ; bur how 
many in Lozdon have had their excuſes, they have been 
following their Merchandiſe and other bulineſs, and 
could not come ; and whar entertainment his ſervants 
hath had, the Lord knows : I do not fay that London 
hath entertained them deſpightfully, and {lain them z 
bur have not their meſſage heen ſlighred by London ? 
and ir is a wonder then if rhe _ chart ſenr chem be 
wroth, and ſenda Fire to burn down the Ciry ? No 
orearer favour could be ſhewed, no j ary pry 
could be enjoyed,than ro have the Goſpel powerfully 
preached, and ordinances purely adminiſtred ; bur 
hath ir been generally (- accounted in London ? hath 
not Merchandize, and thriving in the world ( which 
yet they have nor thrived in ) been preferred before 
this by many chouſands in the Ciry ? when God hath 
been ar ſuch an expence to work out a. way for mans 
ſalvation ; when he hath diſcovered ſuch wonders of 
aſtoniſhing Love in ſending his only begotten Son out 
of Heaven to cloarh himſelf in our fleſh, rhat therein 
he mighe purchaſe lite and falvarion for us who were 
ſunk ſo low from our Primitive ſtare by ſin, and were. 
expoſed rodearh and wrath, and unavoidable endleſs 
miſery in Hell; and harh fenr his Embaſſadours of 
peace co bring unto us the glad ridings herenf, and in 
his name to make known the thing, che Auchour, the 
rearms, the way ; and rointreatus that we would ac- 
cept of life and reconciliation to God, who wichourt 
any injury to himſelf could ruin us everlaſtingly, and 
ger himſelf aname thereby; and yer when the Goſ- 
pel is preached, that ,we.. ſhould . undervalue and 
ſlighc both meſſenger and meffage ; ſurely this hath 
been an affront to the Loxd, who hach ſenc his Em+ 
balladours 
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bafſadors on this errand, and doth carry with ir ſuch 
ingrarticude as cannot be paralleld. 

No doubt bur this fin of {lighting the Goſpel is a 
prime ſin, which hath provoked God againſt London, 
tocome forth ih ſuch fury ; and if L:»4o7 do nor re- 

ent the ſooner, and labour to recover irs relliſhand 

efteem for the Goſpel, and make more evident de- 
monfſtrations of ir, I fear the Lord will quire remove 
the Goſpel from them, and then nothing is.like to fol- 
low but deſfolarion and wo ; God doth nor remove his 
glory at once but by ſteps; firſt the glory of the Lord 
departs from the Inner-court, ro rhe Threſhold of 
the houſe, Ezek, 16. 3,4. from the Threſhold of rhe 
houſe ro the Noor of the Eaſt-oate, v. 18, 19. tnenir 
goes from the midit of the Cicy, and Rtandech upon 
the Mountain, Chep. 11.23. The Goſpel is the glory 
of London, and harhthe glory of the Lord made none 
of theſe removes ? 1s it not come forth of the Inner- 
court ? harh it not lefc the Threfhold?? is not a de- 
parting of ic quite from the City threatned ? will any 
thing recover kr, if we do not recover our appetite, 
and prize, and cry afcer ir. 

If the Goſpel go, God will go, the Goſpel being 
the ſign and means of his ſpecial preſence, and ws be 
anto us when God ſhall depart from us, Hoſ.g9.12, And 
if God deparc with the Goſpel, farewel peace and 
proſperity in Eng/and,nothing I dare be confident bur 
remporal miſery and ruine will be the conſequent ; if 
the Ecclipſe bring ſuch miſery, what will che quite 
darkning of rhe Sun do?

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London was not only a Goſhen, but an Eden ,, God 
choſe out London to be his Garden ; he hach —_ ir, 
planted,watered, prun'd and manur'd ir; noplacein 
the world hath had more plenty of the means of grace; 


| Godhathgiven the former and rhe latter rain, and 


ſweet dews of Heaven both morning and evening did 
fall upon this place, in the morning ſeed was ſown, 
and in the evening the hand was nor with-drawn; 
plentiful and powerful hath preaching been in Lox- 
don, in ſeaſon and out of ſeafon, on the Sabbath day, 
and on the week day ; bur hath Londox anſwered aſl 
Gods care and coſt? hath nor Ged come for many 
years rogether,ſeeking fruit, and found nothing but 
the leaves of profeſſion ? Lxke 13. hath he not often 
threatned to cur down the unfruitful Trees, and nor 
ſuffer them to cumber his ground any longer ? and 
when through the interceſſion of the Vine-dreffer, he 
hath ſpared chem this year and anorher year,hath not 
the ſame unfruicfilneſs ſtill remained ? whar could the 
Lord have done more to his Vine-yard chan he hath 
done? TJa.5.4.5, 6. wherefore then when he look- 
ed for Grapes, brought it forth only leaves,or wilde 
Grapes ? 

And is it then to be wondred at, if the Lord pluck 
down the hedge thereof, that ic might be eaten up by 
the wilde Boar and Beaſf of the Feld If he break down 
rhe wall thereof, and make it waſte and defolate? ts ir 
ro be wondred ar, if he' wirh-hold the Clouds thac 
rhey rain nor oh it, and fiffer briars and rhorns tov 
ſpring up in ic, where the Planes did grow ? The Vine 
when ic is unfruitful, is the moſt unuſeful of all Trees, 
Tſa.15. iris firfor nothing bur the fire, and the Lord 

ath threatned ro potter the unfruirfuf branches, and 
re caſt them into the fire and burnthem ; Fobn 15. 6. 
and che Earth which drmnketk in the rain hit often 
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fallech upon it, and inſtead of herbs nieet for the uſe 
of him by whomiris drefſed, bringeth forth nothing 
but bryars and thorns, Heb. 6. 7, God reje&erh and 
curſerh, and in the end burnerh. 

O the unfruicfulneſs of Lodo ! O-the briars and 
thorns which have flouriſhed in this ground, whereby 
the feed of the Word hath been choaked ! O the hem- 
lock, the thiſtle, and the wormwood, thathhave ſprung 
up inthe furrows of the field ! O the tares that have 
abounded and over-topped the whear, and how lictle 

ood Corn hath there 48 brought forth!O the wilde 

live-trees which have grown up in Gods Garden, 
and wilde Figges and wilde Grapes, which che Figg- 
trees and Vines of God have yielded unto him ! O the 
leanneſs of his ſheep in ſuch far paſture ! O the 
barrenneſs ! the barrenneſs ! of Londoz under ſuch 
plentiful ſhowers of che Word ! inſtead of the fruits 
of righteouſnels, which are to the praiſe and glory of 
God,there have been the fruirs of unrighteouſneſs and 
wickednels , which are to Gods diſhonor ; inſtead of 


- the fruirsof rhe ſpiric, which are love,joy,peace,gen- 


tleneſs,meeknels, temperance,goodneſs,faith ; Gal. 5. 
19,24. There have beenthe works of the fleſh, forni- 
cation, uncleannels, laſciviouſnels, hatred variance, 
emularions, wraths, ftrifes, ſedicions, herefies, envy- 
ings,murders,drunkenneſs, revellings, and ſuch like ; 
of which,the Apoſtle tells us, that they which do ſuch 
things, ſball nor inkeric the Kingdom of God. 

And thoſe who have not abounded in the grofler 
works of the fleſh, very few of them have been very 
fruirful in good works, Londoz hath had the means 
of grace, and yet moſt of chem wirhour grace, few of 
chem have much grace;London hath had powerful Or- 
djvancesz but what powerful effe& have they produ- 
ced? whar have they toſher; of all their Prayers,and 
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Sermons, and Sacraments ? have they attained unto 
a great meaſure of morrtification ? is grace grown up 
ro a great heigth ? whar evidences, whar experiences 
have the beſt got, which they might have gor, had 
they been more diligent ? 

Give me leavea Peale more particularly to inſtance 
the unfruitfulneſs of London in regard of repen= 
trance, faith, love , and new obedience, the frut 
which God ſo much lookerh for, and ſo much de- 
lighreth in. 

1. Where have been the fruits of Repentance in Lon 
don? Calls there have been to repentance frequent, 
fervent reaſop for repentance, fins numerous , hat-. 
nous : need of > 52 that judgements tem= 
poral, eternal, might be diverted, that pardon, hap- 
pineſs might be obtained : and yer, O the impe- 
nitency and hard-heartedneſs of London ! few bleed- 
ing hearts under the ſharp ſword of the Word little 
tenderneſs under the moſt melting diſcourſes ; few 
converrs and penitent perſons did the moſt powerful 
preaching(eſpeciaily before the Goſpels eclipſe)brin 
forth in London:converting work was at a great ſtand, 
though there were ſo many unconverred perſons in 
the City : and by the impenitency and hardneſs of 
heart in Lozdon,Gods treaſures of wrath have been fil- 
led up, which in ſome meaſure he hath opened theſe 
late judgments, that he hath inflied, and yer the 
ogrear day of his wrath is ſtill ctocome,Rom,2,4.,5. 

2. Where have been the fruits of Faith in Londen? 
how hath unbelief abounded, the great Goſpel fin, 
more dangerous than any other, and more haluous in 
London than in any other place ? O the thick-vail of 
unbelief which hath hid Goſpel-myſteries, ang things * 
afar off from the eyes of this people ! O the evil heart 
of unbelief which hath ſtur the door ogy Ol 
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Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath knocked fo long for en 
rertainment ! Q rhe ſorriſhnefſs of London, ro believe 
no more, when trurhs have been made fo plain and 
clear ; when promiſes have been made known fo grear 
and ſure; when Chriſt hath been preached and ren- 


dered ; when Heaven hath been reveal'd and proffer-' | 


ed ; and whenall have ſuch need, for the moſt to ſhut 
the eye, and ear, and heart, and through unbelief to 
refuſe! ro give God the lye, and turn upon him the 
back ; ro give Chriſt a wound,and tread his blood un- 


der-foor ; to give the ſpirit a repulſe, and ſend him a- 6 


waygriev'd from che heart,as mendo by their unbelief; 
this tin doth provoke the Lard to great diſpleaſure. 
- 3. Where have been the fruits of lovein London? O 
the wanrof love to God,and one to another ! the grace 
of love is neceſſary and ſweer, and hath been much 
prefſed, bur little exerciſed in London ; there hath 
been much love of the World, but little love of the 
Father ; harred of the brerhren hath abounded, bur 
there was lirtle brotherly love ; burning anger rhere 
harh been, liccle burning love;burning tulfs lice burn- 
ing love, inordinare carnal love, little true ſpiricual 
love; carnal love hath exceeded the bounds, bur ſpi- 
ritual love harh been in a very low degree : and when 
love in Loxdox hath waxed cold.is it a wonder if Gods 
' anger hath waxed (o hot, and broken' forth.into ſuch 
flames, as we have ſeen ? TD 
4. Where have been the fruits of new obedience tn 
Londontand expreflion of love toJeſus Chrift by keep- 
ing of his commandments , though his command- 
ments are nor grievous ? | 


3 4 third fin of London, is bypacrifie in the profeſſion 
of Keligion, This ſm exceedingly prevailed in the lace 


rimes, when profeſſion of Religion was grown into. 
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faſhion : Religion was near in the mouths of moſt, bur 
far from the reins : there was a general face of reli- 
gion, bur it was no more than skin-deep'; It was ſeat- 
ed in the countenance, not rooted in the heart : how 
many painred ſepulchres had we in London,outwardly 
fair and beautiful , inwardly full of rottennefs and 
wickedneſs ? how much ſounding brafs had we then 
in our ſtreets? a great noiſe and ſtir hypocrites did 
make, bur they were hcllow at heart ; our gold was - 
moſt of ir cuunterfeit ; water we had inſtead of 
wine, and droſs inſtead of filver. 

O how was religlon abuſed ! ſome made ir a ſtirrop 
to get up by into the ſear of honor ; others made it a 
cloak to cover their covetous praftiſes ; many bafe 
wicked deſigns were carried on under pretence of re+ 
ligion, 

y” would ask too much time to ſet forth hypocrites 
in all rheir ſhapes, and to paint hypocrifie in all irs 
colours. L:r2don hath formerly abounded with hypo= 
crites, and more lately it hath nor been free. If Hell- 
fire be the portion eſpecially of hypocrices hereafter, 
Mat.24.51, No wonder then if God be angry witha 
place for this ſin here. 


4- The fourth ſm of London, is Formality and luke- 
warmneſs in the Worſhip of God, There was much for» 
mality when there was no Form ; and I ſuppoſe thax 
Forms have not quickned unto more livelinels ; there 
was a face of Worſhip indeed in Lozdon;and was there 
not only, or lictle more than a Face in mot places} 
God is Holy and Jealous, a great King, and bit Name 
# dreadful, Mal. 1.14. God is a Spirit, and they that 
worſhip him, muſt worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth, 
Joh. 4. 24. Bur hath his Worſhip been accordingly 
in London ? hath there been that ſpiritual Worlny 

whic 
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which he requires ? Let London ſeriouſly refle& upon 
their carriage'rowards (God in their Devotions ; have 
they bad a due awe and dread of the great Name of 
God upon them, when they have ſeemed ro draw 
near unto him? have they worſhipped him with re. 
verence and godly fear? outward reverence ſome have 
uſed. more than he hach required, in bowing at Names 
and before Places ; bur have they had inward reve. 
rence and fear of God upon their hearts ? have they 
cloathed themſelves with Humilicy, when they have 
come into his preſence? harh there been inward fer- 
vour and delight accompanying their outward atts of 
Worſhip ? rp 
" Alas! how formal hath London been, eſpecially of 
late in Gods Worſhip ? they have prayed, bur whar 
kinde of Prayers have they been ? could they deſerve 
the name of Prayers? were thoſe prayers likely to 
prevent Judgmentr, or turn away wrath? ſome Con- 
feſſions of ſin have been made, bur fo general and for- 
mal, that they have been very unlikely ro work up the 
hearr to ſorrow and repentance : and where ſome 
have been more particular, hath not much foquality 
cleaved ro them ? where hath hearty grief for ſin, 
and ſorrow been to be found ? would not a ſmall Viol 
Hold all che rears that haye dropt from the eyes of 
reat Aſſemblies, even in the day of rheir moſt ſolemn 
Hantacions ? hach not ſm been rolled under the 
tongue, when Confeſſion of fin hach been arthe end 
of it? Have not the Confeſſions of many been ſuch as 
If they came to ask leave ro commit fin, rather than 
humbly co bewail ic ? ar leaſt have they nor taken 
leave, whatever their Confeſſions have been ? Peritt- 
ons have been made for pardon, and grace, and ſantii- 
fication , bur haih ic nor been Lip-prayer , without 
hearty defire.? hath ic not beenin ſuch a manner, , if 
BE | ey 
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theydid not much care whether they did fpend or no? 
as if they could make ſhifc well enough withour a Par- 
dou ? as ifchey had noneed of Grace and Holineſs 
bur they muſt ſay ſomething for Form and Cuſtom ? 
hath there not been an c:mty in the hearrs of many 
againſt rhar which chey have ſeemed to defire witty 
their lips? 1/bo have wreſtled in Prayer wich fer-: 
vent delires, with Faith, and Importunity ? Hezring, 
there hath been in Lon407 ; bur how lictle Belic-- 
ving ? how little reliſhing the Word, and recei- 
ving it wich Love ?

1. Who in London have ſeriouſly and very dilt- 
cently endeavoured the Reformarion of their hearts 
when ſo unclean, and pollured, who have laboured ro 
certhem waſhed ? when ſuch roots of bitterneſs have 
been ſpringing forth, and ſuch weeds of Luſt have 
been growing there, who hath endeavoured to pluck 
them up ? outward neatneſs there hath been in Loz- 
20, waſhing, and rincing, rubbing and ſcowring ; 
bur O che inward ſlurciſhneG!rhey who have had clean 
houfes,and clean garments,and clean faces and hands, 
have had foul hearrs:who have raken care every day to

Many whol- 
ly negleed the worſhip of God on that day ; and in=- 
ſtead of thar, did the Devil more ſervice on the Lords 
day.then all che dayes of the week beſides. 

The many weeks of Sabbaths which L:2dz had in 
the time of the Plague, merthinks did reprove Lodo 


| for their profaning of the weekly Sabbath : And the 
* orear fire, (I v.ill not call ir bon-fire becauſe ſo de- 


fiructive to London, ) which was begun inthe City on 
the Lords day did reprove Londen for thoſe leſſer fires, 
(1 will not call them bon-fires becauſe ſooffenfive to 


| God, ) which nor long before were kindled inthe 


ſtreers on that day which called for other kind of work. 
Not to ſpeak any thing whether there were any juſt 
occaſion for thoſe fires and ringing of bells, ( moſt of 
which were melted before they wererung ſo general- 
ly again) and ſuch a ſhew of mirth and rejoycing at 


thar rime. 


The Citizens carrying forth their goods, and lying 


d inthe fields, with griefand fear, might pur them in 


mind how often they had walked cur into thoſe fields 
on the Lords day for their recreation ; when they 
ſhould rather have been hearing the word preached,or 
if that were over, repeating ic in their own families, 
viving and receiving inftrufion, or in their cloſers ar 
the throne of grace, or employed in meditation. As 
God delights in choſe that call his Sabbath a delight, 
and makes ſweet promiſes to them ſo he is highly 
diſpleafed with Sabbath-breakers, and hath de- 
nounced ſevere threatnings againſt them, Jer. 17.

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aay, Iwillkindle afire in the gates of Jeriiſalem which 
tall devonr the Palaces theresf', and ſhall not be quen- 
ched. | 

3. Inprofane ſcoffing at Gods people. The name of a 
Saint, and Godly man, hath been ridiculous ro many 
prophane Spirirs in Lozdon, and uſed by chem in a 
way of reproach. How have Gods people, eſpecially 
the more ſtri&t and zealous, been made the drunkards 
(ong, and Jaughed ar in the ſtreets ? Horrid impiery! 
as if it were matter of more ſhame to be like the Ho- 
ly God. than to be like the Foul Devil ! and ro be em-

Some eſteeming themſelves for thar which 
is matter of ſhame; admiring themſelves. for their 
on wit and parts, when they havelain fallow, and

not been employed for God, or when they have been 
employed to his diſt cncr : when they have been wiſe, 
bn it hath been to do evil : when they have been men 
of underſtanding, but ir hath been ro practiſe iniquity; 
when theyhave had cunning craftineſs,bur it hath bin 
to deceive, todefraud,and over-reach, or to plorand 
contrive others miſchief, whentheyhave had a ripe wit, 
quick underſtanding, rich fancy, fluency of ſpeech ; 
bur: the employment hath been about royes and 
rifles, or that which is worſe; when the vent hath 
been in fooliſh, empry complements and courtſhip, 
jeſting with Scripture, ſccfiing ar the religious, or in 
dirty and obſcene diſcourſes, 

Others have admired themſelves, for that which 
really they never had bur cnly in their own ——_—_—_ 
tion. Some for their parts and learning ; thinking 
themſelves great ſcholars when none have thought ſo 
bur themſelves: others for their grace and godli- 
neſs, when their ſilver Fath been droſs ; and their 
orace either counterfeit in whole, or ſo mixed with 
unperceived corruption , that: upon examination 
they might finde themſelves very pocr, in thar 
which they thought themſelves ſo much enriched 
with ; and if they looked ro the root and priuciple 
of their ations, they might finde great flaws, and 
deficiency in thoſe things which they had the higheſt 
concelt of. 

How many in Lendcn have had very honorable e- 
ſteem of themſclves ; preferring themſelves above 
others, yea, above the whole world ? Few have mea- 
ſured themſelves by the rule, but meaſured themſelves 
by their own fancies, or by other mens eſteem. How 
many have th-:ught themſelves to be ſomething , when 
they bave been nothing, and rejoyced intheir ations 
as excellent, and admirable,nor from their own proof

Thus they have 
in their choughts brought orhers down through 1n- 
chartableneſs, and lifted up themſelves upon the ru- 
ines, which their uncharicableneſs hath made in others 
worth: and when they have had greater eſteem be- 
cauſe of their grearer ſhew,this opinion of themſelves 
hath been confirmed ; whereas in ruth, others who 
made leſs ſhew, and had leſs eſteem, have had more 
fincerity, and ſecrer hidden excellency. | 
I might further cracerhe inward workings of pride 
in the ſelf-love which ic hath effeted ; What a mar- 
velous affetion have proud perſons had towards 
themſelves, no:wichſtanding their nglineſs, and ſpiri- 
tual deformity, the rottennefs and corruption within 
them ? and many luſts of their hearcs ? all which 
pride hath covered and a thouſand faulrs in them- 
ſeves ; aschariry doth cover a thouſand faults in 0+ 
others: Pride harh a fair Gloſe and Varniſh upon all, 
and repreſented men to themſelves as very lovely and 
amiable. Pride alſo harh choſen for ſuch, their friends, 
who have been loved, not according ro the worth 
which thoſe perſons have had, bur according ro the 
eſtimation thoſe perſons have had of their worth;

accounted humble : and therefore they have raken 
care in their ſel-commendations, to, ſpeak of no-= 
thing bur common infirmities , concealing their 
more groſs faulrs ; and thoſe common infirmities, in 
a mourning and complaining way, :as if they were 
very ſenſible of them; as if affedted; afflicted; and 
burthened with them (as the humble, fincere Chri- 
ſtian is indeed) thar they might be eſteemed for ſen: 
fibilicy of ſmall faulcs; and chen they haveraken care 
co do ir,not ro thoſe that are more rigid, ſevere and 
quick-{ighted Chriſtians, that wanld quickly have 
{melt out their pride ; but unto thaſe, which they, 
have lookt upon as the moſt tender, charitable per-

thus ſpoken againſt themſelves, they have not, xeall 


choughr ſo,bur the contrary ; but they have ſpgken ſg, 
that they might be contradited, . and commended'ro 
their faces ; if they thoughr they ſhould have fallen in 
eſteem by ſuch words, they would have held'rheir 
peace, bur becauſe they ſuppoſed diſcommendation 
might moſt effeftually promote eſteem, and draw our 
a good word,therefore they have uſed ir. Proud Hy- 
pocrires ſpeak ill of themſelves that they may be ac- 
counted humble ; .rhey cannot endure zo þe hun : 
#755 Ht : ney 
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in the City. Ir 
they care not for the grace,yea they hate it; yet they 
would be thought ro have ic, becauſe ir doth promene 
eſteem: they lovethe reward ofhumilicy, bur they 
care not'for humility ir ſelf, rhey love humility in 0- 
thers, becauſeſuch perſons willſtoop to them; but 
they love not humilicy in themſelves, for they will 
ſtoop ronone. 

Thus ſome alſo out of a ſecreer deſignof pride have 
diſcommended orhers behinde rheir backs, that they 
might be thought ro exceed them, whom they could 
correft, and finde fault withall ; they-have laboured 
to bring down others that rhey might ſet up them- 
ſelves. And the ſame deſign of Pridethey have hadin 
commending others to their faces,and exalting them 
in words above themſelves, not from areal eſteem 
which they have had of them above themſelves, bur 
only thar they might draw forth a commendation 
from them. 

Such expreſſions of pride have been to be found in 
Profeſlors,and have been more latent;but I ſhall fpeak 
ofthe more groſs and open expreſſions, which have 
been general in the City. We read of the pride of the 
Daughters of Feruſalem,Iſa.3.16,8c.They were haughty, 
and walked with ſtretched forth necks, and wanton eyes, 
walking and mincing as they went, and making a tinck= 
ling with their feet : and what was it they were proud

This covetouſneſs hath appeared in keeping what 
they have gotren : keeping I {ay, for coverous per- 
ſons have had licrle heart ro ſpend chough in necef(- 
ſary uſes whar they have Craped rogether : they have 
had wealth, but the uſe of it they have not had; it hath 
been ro them like a treaſure ina cheſt of which they 


. had loſt the key; or like anvther mans Money in

Wharever abundance they have hadin the bag, and 
in the coffer. their families have been in want ; the ta- 
ble hath been penurious, the back and belly have been 
pinched; they have lived ata meaner race than thoſe 
that have been of a meaner degree. The poor might 
ſtarve ar their doors, no pitty rowards others in want 
and miſery, and rhe leaſt pitcy row4rds themſelves :

This fin of Covetouſnels in fome hath had deeper 
rooting, in moſt hath had too much footing : and in 
all hath been very, heinous and abominable be'ore 
God. This tin is rermed ldolarry in Scripture, and 
the coverous are ſtigmarized with the name of Idola- 
rers, Col. 3.5. Epheſ.5.5. Iris heart Idolarry for- 
bidden in the firſt Commandment, Thar thing we 
make a God to our ſelves, which we chiefly affet: if 
It be the world ; then we make the world our God ; 
which is inconſiſtent with the true love of God the 
Father the only true God. x John 2. 15.Love not the 
world, neither the things that are inthe world, if a 
man love the world, the love of the Father is not "In 
bim, This fin of Covetouſnes is hateful ro on

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his cquetonſneſs was Iwroth and ſmote him, Hath not 
God ſmitten Lon with the plague and fire, among 
other iniquities, for this iniquity of Coverouſneſs ? 
When London was eagerly purſuing after the World, 
and all - minding} and ſeeking their own Intereſt, 
without any regard to the Intereſt of Gods glory 
and Kingdom, or care of their ſoul-intereſt and fal- 
vation, which their worldly buſineſs would not al- 
low time for ; did not the Lord fend a Plague to put 
a ſtop to their Trade, and gave them time to ſeek 
him, andro make their peace with him in their re- 
tirements, which they could nor, or rather would not 
finde before? And when they returned wich more ea- 
gerneſsto their Trades, after the Plague was a lictle 
over,that they might ferch up if they could what they 
had miſg'd by that intermiſſion; did notthe Lord ſend 
a Fire to conſume much of that which they had ſer 
their hearts upon, aud in large legible Lercers write 
Panity upon this Idol, which ſo many had worſhip- 
ped ?

Thus ſome have been like Lyons for Cruelty, 
and like Evening Wolves unto the poor , tearing their 


fleſh from their bones , and reſerving tbeir very bones to 


gnawin the morning , asthe Prophet ſpeaks, Zeph.3.3, 

This fin of Extortion was one of the abominations 

reckoned up by the Prophet Ezekzel , for which God 

was ſo highly offended with Feruſalem, Chap. 22. 12. 

Thin haft taken Uſury and Increaſe , and haſt greedily 

gained »f thy Neighbour by Extortion ; and haſt forgot 

ten me; for this and other fins there mentioned, it is 

faid verſe 3. Therefore have I poured out my indignation 
upon them; T have conſumed them .with the fire of my 
I/rath, Unto this ſin of Extortion I may adde ſeve- 
rall other wayes that many in the City have had of 
getting Eſtates, which ſome may _ for the 
lawfulneſs of, and becauſe ſo common and gainful,che 
fin islittle heeded ; bur when the Lord hath been con» 
trending with the whole City, and hath inflited a ge- 
neral ſtroke upon Tradef-men , yea one ſtroke upon 
another , and hath trodden rheir Trade under their 
feer, as ſeeming to be offended with ſomething there- 
In; methinks they ſhould be awakened, and open their 
eyes, andimpartially ſearch, and labour to finde out 
whatever iris that doth offend him,wharever ſeeming 
diſadvantage may come to them thereby. And if they 
will not hearken , God can take away the remainder, 
as he hath done a great part, and ſoforce themato a 
ſenſe of their ſin. 

One finſul way of getting Eſtates, and Iam per= 
ſwaded diſplealing to God, is engroſſing and monopolis 
zing of Commodities which many in London have done, 
that having all the Commadities of that kinde in theic 
hands, they might make their own Marker , and ſer 

3 2 their 
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their own price upon them ; which if they fold as 
cheap as otherwiſe rhey would do, or as others do 
when they are ſhared into many hands (as poſſibly 
ſome may) I could not condemn the thing : But when 
by gerting the whole into their hands, they hoiſt and 


raiſe the Price far beyond the juſt Value, which they 


neceſlitate people ro give , and that only that rhey 
might enrich themſelves : this I dare confidently at- 
firm tobe unlawful ; and my reaſon 1s, becauſe here- 
by they prefer a leſſer good, before a greater; name- 
ly, the enriching of themſelves, and their Families, 
before the more publick good of making the Com- 
modiry more cheap to the Common-wealrh. If they 
fay, the injury which they who buy of ir, will ſuſtain, 
(ey being ſo many) will be very ſmall and inconſt- 

erable ; bur the good they ſhall ger hereby will be 
oreat, and they may be in a better capacity of doing 
good ; Tanſwer, that none ought to do the leaſt 7n- 


Jury forthe reaping of the greateſt advantage ; Ir being £ 


abſolutely unlawful io ds evil, that good may come there- 
by, andthe damnation of ſuch will be juſt, Rom. 3.8. 
and conſequently a greater injury will come to them- 
ſelves, than ro thoſe whom they injure ; yea , the In- 
Jury will be greater, than the Good, which they ob- 
rain. And as for their being ina capacity of doing 
more g00d;I believe rhar ſuch perſons,ifrthey do ſpend 
ſuch gains. are more forward ro ſpend them on rheir 
Tufts ; rhan ro lay rhem out in Charitable uſes ; I have 
not heard thar rhe greateſt Monopolizers in Loxdon 
have been the moſt charicable perſons. 

If I were more acquainted with the myſteries of 
Trades in the Ciry, I fear, I might finde out more 
than one Myſtery of Iniquity among them, If the 
Lord would pur into the hearrs of Magiftrares and Ct- 


rizens.tolook into Trades, and ro confider the equity | 
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that they bear,and rake ſome courſe for rectifying a- 
buſes in them ; ir might be one way to obrain a more 
favourable aſpe from Heaven ; and rhe Lord might 
revive again the Trade of London, which now 1s dy- 
ing and tmking to the ground,

19. A Nineteenth ſin of London is Lying. It is 
aid of Nineveh, Nah. 3.1. that it was a City full of 
lies, O rhe Lies thar have been in London ! who can 
reckon them? Lies in the ftreers, loud hes, 
which have been cryed, falſe News which we daily 
hear, Lies in the Chambers, ſecret /zes, privy. falſe 
tales which are whiſpered in the ears: Lies in.the 
Shop, trading lies ; lies rold in buying and ſelling : 
Offciow lies,which ſome tell ro do their friends a kind- 
neſs : Miſchievors lies,which ſome tell ro do another an 
injury. We read of ſome, that bend their tongue like their 
bow for lies, that will not ſfeak the truth, but teach their 
rongue toſpeak lies, Jer. 9. 3,5. How many Liars have 
there been in London ? Whar age is free from this ſin ? 
The Children have learned ro lie, as ſoon as they have 
| learned ro ſpeak. What houſe hath been free? How 

have Tradeſmen been guilty of lying, which ſome 
account a neceflary adjunt ro their Trade, wirhour 
which they could nor live ? How many Servants have 
excuſed one another and themſelves when rhey have 
commicted faults, with their lies? Bur of all lies, 
miſchievous lies have been the worſt, which ſome 
have invented to do an injury totheir neighbour : 
ſuch lies are more immediately begotren by the De- 
vil the Father of lies, and ſuch liars are his moſt ge- 
nutne Off-ſpring. Bur alllies in a ſenſe are miſchic- 
vous lies ; they are miſchievous to the party that te!!- 
rhem;even the Officious liar cannor do ſo much ki: 
neſs ro his Friend by his lie, as he doth injury tc: 


—_—— ar. 
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ſelf: What! will a man ſtab himſelf todohis Friend 
4a courteſte ? he rhat wounds his Conſcience doth 


worle ; he that gains in his Trade by his lye, Ioſerh 


more than he gains : A bag of Gold is not ro be com 
pared with inward peace, and the favour of God(bet- 
ter than life) which by this f1n is loſt. Surely.the Lord, 
being a God of Truth, is much offended with this fin 
of lying. God delights, ſaith Solomon, zn them that deal 
truly, bat lying lips are an abomination to him, Prov, 
12.22, Lying was one fin of Trael, for which their 
land did mourn, Hoſ. 14.2, 3. And God threatneth 
to pive all liars their part in that Iake which burneth 
with fire and brimſione, Rev. 21.8. Methinks that one 
place ſhould make all liars to tremble. And is nor 
this one fin which ſome Profeflors alſo in theCity have 
been guilty of, to the ſhame of their Profeſſion ; for 
which che Lord hath ſent rhe Fire ro burn down the 
Ciry, to awaken us to fly from this fin, as we would 
eſcape the future Fire of Hell ? : 
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20. Another fin of London is conzening and de 
frauding : This fin hath been the product of Covetouſ- 
neſs, and the companion of Lying, and how ordina- 
ry hath ic been among Tradeſmen, which many have 
been ſo accuſtomed ro, thar it hath been as eaſie to- 
perſwade the A1hiopiar ro change his skin, as to per- 
ſwade them ro leave oft their Couzening ? This they 
havelookr upon as even effential torheirTrade,ar leaft 
as neceſſary ro their (3ains ; yea, ſome have pleaded 
aneceſlity thereof, ro ger a Livelihood for themſelves 
and Families. Bur there is no neceflity of any fin ; 
Duries are neceſſary, bur ſins are never neceſſary, and 
the gain which 1s gorten by fin, is like the gain of a

bring warmth for the preſent, quickly alſo may bring

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fickneſs and death : and if Couzening brings gain into 
the p-rſe, ic preſently brings the Plague into the heart, 
and quickly will bring rhe pain 8& puniſhment of Hell. 
To defraud another in dealing, is but a more co- 
vert way of ſtealing, and it is as lawful co take a Purſe 
upon the High-way, as to rake a Shilling by fraud in 
the Shop ; the difference lies only in the degree, the 
narure of rhe fin which is Theft, is the ſame in borh. 
And the Lord, as he hath expreſly forbidden this fin,

man go beyond or defraud bis Brother (not only in a 
greater thing bur) in any manner, becauſe the Lord is 
the avenger of all ſuch. The ſeveral ways which Tradeſf- 
menhave had of defrauding, would be roo large for 
me ro ſpeak of,neicher am I ſo skilful as roimderitand. 
The fallifying of Weights and Meaſures is groſs, a 
fin praiſed among the Fews of old, which God 
chreatens to puniſh them for, Hof 12, 7. Epbraim is a 
Merchant, #be ballances of deceit are in bis hand. And 
borh their fin and Gods wrath are ſet forth, Mic. 6. 
10,11,12,13. Are there yet the treaſures of wickedneſs 
in the houſes of the wicked, and the ſcant meaſure which 
is abominable ? ſhall I count them pure with the wickeq 
ballances, and with the bag of deceitful weights ? For 
the rich men thereof are full of violences, and the Tnha= 
bitants thereof have ſpoken lies, and their tongue is deceit= 
ful in their mouth : Therefore alſo will 1 make thee ſick, 
in ſmiting thee, in making thee deſolate, becauſe of thy 
fins, And was it not ehus with Londox ? Did they 
nor fallify Weights and Meaſures, and falſify Commo=- 
dities, and ſpeak fal{ly concerning rhe price of them, 
and take unconſcionable gains, and yer profeſs kinde 
ulage of rheir Cuſtomers, whom they did moſt exa&t 
upon ? Burif Tcould, I ſhould not open rhe gunning 
ways which ſome have found our, of defrauding and 
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over=reaching, le ſt any ſhould learn, and be enticed 
to praiſe the ſin by rhe very reproof of 1t, as I haye 
heard ſome have done. , 

Now ſuch perſons, who have gotten their wealth 
by defrauding and over-reaching rheir brethren, bring 
themſelves into ſuch a ſnare of the Devil, thar very 
few ever gor our, but are dragg'd by him thereby into. 
hell ; becauſe ir ts nor bare grieving for this {in,which 
is neceifary to the obtaining of a pardon ; bur reſti- 
rucion is neceſſary ; they muſt refund, they nuſt re- 
ſtore, either ro the parties themſelves, or ro che poor, 'X 
what they have gotten wrongfully, if they be able; *# 
if not, 4s much as rhey have, otherwiſe they cannot be | 
faved. No falvation came to Zachews till he was reſoly-
